It was as gratifying to our mind, as it was hon- 
orable to the exhibiters, to find at the late Cattle 
Show and Fair of the above Society, how greatly 
increased were the number of farmers who had 
stock on exhibition. It told us, more plainly than 
could have done a thousand written essays, that the 
right spirit was abroad; for we lay it down asa 
proposition that cannot be easily controverted, that 
the Agriculturist who takes pride in the improve- 
ment of his stock, will, as a matter of course, see 
to the improvement of his land, also; for the same 
feeling which impels him to the accomplishment of 
the one object, will urge him to extend his fuster- 
ing care to the other. 

As we have already given the Entries in our last, 
it cannot be expected of us that we could notice, 
in detail, all the animals that were present,—and 
we shall, therefore, only speak of such herds whose 
numbers and character seem to call for remark, or 
where the peculiar excellence of individuals, may 
form exceptions. 

Thehe dof Mr. Wm. B. Dobbin, of Howard Co. 
consisted, we believe, of 15 animals in all, the 
which, with the exception of one, a grade Holstein 
Heifer, were all pure Holstein, and pure Ayrshire 
—animals whose fine appearance elicited well 
merited praise from all. 

Mr. Wm. Baer, of Carroll county, had a Devon, 
and a grade bull, both good animals. Mr S. T.C. 
Brown, of the same county exhibited 9 beautiful 
full bred Devons. Mr. John Merryman, Jr., of Bal- 
timore county, exhibited some ten animals, consist- 
ing of Devon, Durham, Spani-h, and grades, all of 
which were noted for good points. Mr. W. D.

superior points, and Mr. Walter W. W. Bowie 
had a Devon bull and Devon cow, of great beauty, 
attesting alike his enterprise, public spirit, and 
good judgment. 

The herd of Mr. Charles B. Calvert, of Prince 
George’s county, consisted of 33, in all, embracing 
Durhams, Ayrshires, Alderneys, and we think two 
grades; and to say that these animals were worthy 
of their intelligent owner, is but faint praise; for 
all who know him—who know the spirit of im- 
provement which inspires his every effort in the 
cause of Agricuiture—are prepared to learn, that 
his admirable herd was such as his native State, 
and country, need well be proud of. We examined 
his animals with care, and while their excellent 
points won our admiration, we were glad to jearn, 
that they had been sent to the exhibition without 
being subjected to the stuffing process,—that pro- 
cess which, in laying on fat, hides defects—that 
they were fresh from the pastures of Riversdale; 
and that, as we knew before, Mr. Calvert, from 
principle, with a view of vindicating the capacity 
of his blooded stock to subsist during the grazing 
period of the year, just as well as nafive stock, up- 
on the ordinary fare of a farm, had sw subsisted 
his, rejecting altogether the forcing plan. That he 
had successfully done so, was proven by the fine 
appearance and condition of the animals com- 
prising his extensive herd, as well as by the well 
merited praise bestowed upon them. For his per- 
sistance in this plan, Mr. C. deserves the thanks of 
the whole agricultural community, as he has de- 
prived the croakers of all pretext, for further in- 
dulgence in the opinion, which they promulged 
with an industry worthy of a better cause, that the 
Durhams could not profitably be subsisted upon the 
ordinary food of. farm stock; for it is evident from 
the experience of this gentleman—an experience 
extending to our knowledge over ten years, that, in 
proportion to their bulk, they can be subsisted as 
easily as any other breed of eattle which may be 
kept in good condition. We do not wish to be un- 
derstood, as sanctioning the belief, that this noble 
breed of animals are as well adapted as are the 
native breed to that description of farmers, who 
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compel their cattle to browse through spring, sum- 
mer, and fall, in the woods, and endure the in- 
clemencies of the winter, without covering, and 
who give them straw as their only provender; but 
rather, that any one, who has good pasturage du- 
ring the grazing season, and who is provided with 
stabling, or shedding, and proper food for winter, 
will find it to his interest to secure the services of 
a thorough bred male for the improvement of his 
native stock, if he cannot afford to buy blooded 
ones. 

The display of stock by Mr. John C. Smith, Mr. 
R. Johns, Mr. G. W. Lurman, Mr. J. A. Hamilton, 
Mr. William Jessop, Dr. B. W. Woods, Mr. David 
M. Perrine, Mr. Wm. Johnston, Mr. Henry Troup, 
Mr. Thomas J. Rusk, Judge John Glenn, Mr. L. 
T. Brien, Mr. Wm. Hamett, Mr. John Q. Hewlett, 
Mr. Wm. C. Wilson, Mr. Samuel Register, Mr. 
Wm. Ellis, Mr. Alexander D. Brown, Dr. J. Dim- 
mitt, Mr. C. P. Iddings, Mr. J. R. Henderson, Mr. 
B. J. Worthington, Mr. S. K. Crosby, of Baltimore 
county, respectively, were much admired, added 
much to the beauty and numbers of the exhibition, 
and reflected great credit upon their owners for 
their skill as breeders and as enterprising, enlight- 
ed farmers. 

Gen, Geo. Cadwallader, of Philadelphia, but who 
has extensive farms in Harford and Baltimore coun- 
ties, had on exhibition a herd of splendid animals, 
consisting of 50 head of Durhams, Devons, and 
Ayrshires, bulls, cows, yearlings and calves, of 
the purest blood, and most approved families. As 
was to be supposed, this large collection of choice 
stock drew towards them many admirers. As the 
humblest among the throng, we stood by, as is our 
wont, a silent spectator, and was gratified to hear 
those around us bestowing ecomiums not only upon 
the stock, but upon their ga!lant and enterprising 
owner, who so recently had returned from the 
Mexican war covered with laurels so chivalricly 
won in battle, and who had literally turned the 
sword into a plough-share, and: who was so Jauda- 
bly engaged in giving an impetus to the onward 
course of Agricultural improvement. 

Harford County was most ably represented by 
Mr. Ramsay McHenry, ‘who had ten Ayrshires on 
exhibition; by Mr. Samuel Sutton, who had 8 full 
bred Devons, 1 durham cow, | Alderney bull calf, 
and 5 grade animals; by Mr. Henry Frizell, who 
had 9 thorough bred Ayershire heifers, 1 Ayrshire 
bull, 1 pair Ayrshire working oxen, 2 grade Na- 
tivs and Ayrshire heifers, 7 Ayrshire bull calves, 
and 6 Ayrshire heifer calves; by Dr. J. Dimmit, 
by Mr. S. M. Lee, by Mr. E, Lewis, by Mr. Wood- 
ward, and by Mr. Stupp, each of whom had choice 
and select animals, worthy alike of their highly 
intelligent owners, and of the fame of Harford—a 
county which, in the march of improvement, is 
behind no other county in this State. 

Montgomery County had but one contestant for 
the prizes; but fortunately for the fame of that 
spirited and enterprising county,her representative, 
Mr. Allen Bowie Davis, is a host in himself. He 
exhibited a very superior Devon bull, 4 Devon 
calves, 2 Devon cows, and 2 grade cows, all ex- 
cellent of their kind. 

Frederick County had but two representatives— 
Mr. George Rell, who exhibited a noble grade 
Durham steer, and Mr. John Giese, who exhibited 
three cows of excellent qualities, one of which 
was imported, 1 a Teeswater, and the other a na- 
tive. 





Howard County was ably represented by Mr, 
Geo. Y. Worthington, who had 11 full blooded and 
grade animals in his herd; by Mr. S. B. Sinith, 
and by Mr. W. H. Marriott. 

Virginia. 
County, was reserved the sole honor of represent. 
ing this ancient commonwealth, as an exhibiter of 
cattle; he had 9 full bred Devons, and 2 grade ani- 
mals, at the Fair; but if he stood solitary and 
alone, he could afford to do so, for in all that be. 
longs to agriculture, and its Fy pares he is, 
of himself, a whole team; and his fine cattle were 
of a character to need no historian to set forth 
their claims to excellence. 

The Eastern Shore of our State, in the exhibi- 
tion of Cattle, was represented by Mr. Sydney G, 
Fisher, of Cecil County, who had 5 Devons; Mr. 
James Tilghman, of Queen Ann’s County, who 
had two very large and excellent work oxen; by 
Mr. C. B. Mitchell, of Queen Ann’s County, who 
had a very beautiful Holstein heifer; by Mr. Jas, 
N. Goldsborough, who exhibited 2 fine Durhams, 
one a bull, the other a cow, I grade, and | native 
cow; by Mr. Thomas Hughlett, who had asteer of 
great size; by Mr. Geo. R. Dennis, of Somerset, 
who exhibited 2 full bred Devons, and 3 grade 
Durham and Devons; and by Mr. S. B. D. Jones, 
of Somerset, who exhibited 3 grade animals. The 
above cattle, though fewer in number than we ex- 
pected to have seen from the Eastern Shore, were 
of very superior excellence, making up in kind 
what they lacked in numbers, and thereby reflected 
the more credit upon their patriotic owners. In 
connection with this subject we will here state, 
that, in our opinion, if a general and thorough sys- 
tem of drainage could be instituted there, there is 
no portion of our country which would possess % 
many advantages for profitable grazing, and we 
hope to see this matter taken earnestly to heart by 
her intelligent enterprising land-owners;—once let 
her swamps be converted into meadows—and the 
may be—and the Eastern Shore of Maryland will 
be the Paradise of America; for she possesses more 
natural advantages than any other portion of it— 
while in high-toned honor and generous hospitality, 
her sons are behind no people that ever lived. 

Delaware, with all her pride of Revolutionary 
fame—with all the freshness of her renown in the 
march of agricultural improvement—was repre: 
sented by three of her most sterling sons:—first by 
Mr. C. P. Holcomb, who had 11 Devon cows, |

Devons—all of which were much admired for the 
beauties and excellence which distinguish this 
favorite breed; by Mr. Samuel Canby, who exhib 
ited his Devon bull Eclipse, which had already 
taken 4 first premiums at New Castle, Delaware, 
a Durham cow, witha grade Durham and Devon 
calf by her side; and by Mr. S. T. Houston, who 
exhibited 1 Devon bull, of excellent style, 1. Devon 
and Durham bull, and 3 Devon and Durham bulls, 
2 years old, each of which showed excellent points. 

Pennsylvania was most worthily represented by 
Mr. Aaron Clement, of Philadelphia, who exhibk 
ted 6 Devon cows, 3 Devon calves, 1 pair of Dew 
von oxen, 1 Devon bull, 2 Alderney cows, and #) 
Alderney calf; by Mr. J. S. Foust, of York county, 
who exhibited a Devon bull, so called; Mr. @ 
Harvey, of Delaware county, had on exhibition f 
Durham heifer, 1 Devon bull, and 1 Devon heifer; |

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ited a grade Devon and native bull, and an ex-|

Baltimore City, not to be behind the counties in 
public spirit, was very ably sustained by Mr. 
Chauncey Brooks, who exhibited a very good Dur- 
ham bull; by Mr. E. T. Elliott, who had on ex- 
hibition 1 superior grade Durham and Holstein 
cow, and 1 Ayrshire and Holstein heifer, equally 
good; by Mr. Zenos Barnum, whoexhibited | Hol- 
stein heifer, | native heifer, 1 grade bull calf, 2 
grade cows, and 3 Holstein cows, all superior ani- 
mals; by Mr. Hugh Gelston, who exhibited 2 De- 
von cows, good animals; by Mr. Benjamin Dennis, 
who had on exhibition a very pretty short-horn 
Durham heifer; by Mr. D. Vondersmith, a most 
excellent Durham cow; by Mr. Thomas Sewell, 
who exhibited a 3¢ Durham bull; by Mr. William 
H. Oler, who exhibited a grade Devon and native 
cow, of extraordinary milking properties—she was 
represented as being 7 years old, and giving 5 gal- 
lons of milk per day—her calf by her side was 6 
weeks old, a grade Devon, Durham and native; and 
by Mr. Geo. S. Brown, who exhibited 1 Durham 
cow, 2 grade Durham and Devon heifers, all most 
excellent animals; and a full-blood Durham cow, 
by Mr. John Stewart—this latter cow has the repu- 
tation of being an extraordinarily deep milker, and 
her points and general contour bore testimony that 
she had well earned her reputation. 

In Cattle, it is speaking within the bounds of mod- 
eration to say, that no show of the season exceeded 
ours either in numbers, variety of breeds, or supe- 
riority of quality—and we are very certain that no 
body of visiters ever left an exhibition better satis- 


fied We heard but one source of regret express- | 


ed, and that was that the famed herd of Devons 
of Mr. George Putterson, of Carroll county, was 
not represented on the ground, an omission which 
we hope will be cheerfully remedied by that intel- 
ligent breeder next year. 


In the Sheep and Swine departments, the show | 


was unusually fine, and displayed an improvement

the exhibition of Gen. Cadwallader, and of Mr. 
Cope, of Pa., exacted the admiration of every be- 
holder. Those of Mr. M. T. Goldsborough, of 
Talbot, and Mr. Clement, of Philadelphia, were 
also much admired, and, as will be seen, bore off 
prizes of the Society. 

The Swine exhibited was very superior, and we 
were glad to find so many of our neighbors from 
Chester co. Pa. on the ground—we hope the suc- 
cess they met with in disposing of their surplus, 
will be an inducement to them to revisit us next 
year, in still greater numbers. Most of the breed- 
ers of swine sold all their spare animals, and at 
very satisfactory prices. 

We could’nt begin to dojustice to the number of 
fine Horses on the ground—consequently we must 
leave the subject in the hands of the judges, whose 
decisions we are bound to consider as decisive of 
superiority,—although many who failed to bear off 
the palm of superiority may think differently. 

A large amount of stock in all the departments 
changed hands at the exhibition—a fine Ayrshire 
bull, imported, and which had borne off the highest 
honors at the two Jast annual exhibitions of the N. 
Y. State Society, which had been obtained from 
Mr. Tiffany, of N. Y. by the President of our So- 
ciety, for exhibition at our Show, was purchased 
by Ramsay M‘Henry, esq. ef Harford, for the fur- 
ther improvement of his celebrated herd of that 
breed. The Devon bull Eclipse, exhibited by Mr.

There were a great many agricultural implements 
and much machinery on the ground, that we would 
desire to notice, but our space will not at present 
allow it. We will, however, just allude to an iron 
Harrow, invented, made and patented by Wm. Her- 
‘lin, near Berryville, Clarke county, Va.—this har- 
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which was much and justly admired, and evidenced 
that the flock of the late lamented Clayton Rey- 
bold, now in charge of his brother, had given no 
signs of depreciation’ The improved Cotswolds of 
Col. Ware, of Va, received, as they always do, 
wherever exhibited, the admiration of the lovers 
of fine stock—among others on the ground, he had 
five which had just arrived before the show com- 
menced from England, one buck and four ewes; 
and as the Col.’s orders are always for the best, it 
is to be presumed that these were the pick of the 
flocks of England, as exhibited at the last Royal So- 
ciety’s exhibition—the Buck was generally thought 
to the best he had ever imported—-these 
Sheep obtained the premium for imported animals. 
The fat muttons on the ground were very fine, and 
the grosioms were awarded to Messrs. Reybold, 
of Delaware, and Sterling Thomas and J. May- 
bury Turner, of this city. Mr. Henry Carroll, of

Among the vast number of implements, and ma- 
chinery on the ground, was a Hay Fork, described 
in the American Farmer some months ago, for un- 
loading day by horsepower. It was exhibited by 
Mr. Edw. Stabler, of ne agg co. Md. and its 
great value and importance as a labor saving ma- 
chine testified to, by a number of our best farmers 
—it was much regretted thatit was not practically 
tested, on the ground, as it would have tended to 
bring it more generally into use—but the hay on 
the ground being in bales, it was found inconvenient 
to try it there.—Sinclair & Co. make them to order.

REPORTS OF THE JUDGES. 


REPORT ON PREMIUM ANIMALS. 

The Committee on Premium Animals report— 
We have examined with care the animals submit- 
ted to our decision, and with anxiety to do justice 
commensurate with the difficulty of deciding be- 
tween animals that have commanded the approba- 
tion of the Society by winning the highest prizes. 

We award to Mr. Clement Hill’s improved short 
horned bull Valentine, $30. 

Mr. James N. Goldsborough contended for this 
prize with a beautiful thorough-bred improved 
short horned calf, 13 months old, but we consider 
him too young to have sufficiently developed him- 
self for this contest. 

For cows, we award this to Charles B. Calvert, 
for his Ayrshire cow Rowena, $30. Several beau- 
tiful cows contended for this prize, and it was only 
by viewing'again and again, that we could come to 
any conclusion; nor were we less puzzled in decid- 
ing between the very fine horses exhibited for our 
judgment, when we award this prize to Mr. Allen 
Do ge for his fine Arabian stallion Imaum, $30. 

We met with great difficulty in comparing con- 
testants among such a variety of breeds, and adopt- 
ed as a principle for our action, which we think 
ought to be (if it was not) the intention of the Soci- 
ety, not tocompare the different breeds as to which 
is the best breed, but as to which animal approaches 
nearest to perfection in its nature; ang other mode 
must do injustice tomany worthy animals by an 
equivalent to total exclusion. 

We met with great difficulty in angther way. 
We are always in danger of doing injustice to 
worthy animals by the distance they are located 
apart. It is almost impossible to bear sufficiently 
in mind the fine points comparatively of closely 
contesting animals, from extreme points of the 
ground; besides, the labor attending it is so severe 
that it must eventually drive gentlemen from serv- 
ing on it who are willing to render labor, but not 
to the extent that would deprive them entirely of 
the pleasure of viewing leisurely the beautiful ani- 
mals that adorn your grounds. e trust the Soci- 
ety will make some arrangements to (in future) 











have the contestants brought at the same time into 
a small space for the inspection and decision of 
the judges. To accomplish this object it will be 
very desirable that al] animals shall be well broke 
and under control, to prevent accidents. 

In examination of horses, we thought great ad. 
vantage would be gained by the Society, and better 
justice done to the crowds who visit our grounds 
hy the temptations you hold out, if the Societ 
would erect seats at least around a portion of the 
circle, so that all could see. We observed that 
crowds pressed on the cirele so as to prevent mem- 
bers from witnessing the interesting trials of horses 
and colts assembled on your grounds. 

We witnessed with pain that the ladies, whose 
smiles make all places interesting, were excluded 
from witnessing this grand display of animals.— 
Surely this ought to be corrected, and we trust the 
Society will have this matter corrected before an-

W. Dobbin, Esq., 
and three by Zenos Barnum, Esq.; one of each lot 
was imported, the other four bred by their enter- 
prising owners in this country. The two others 
were exhibited, one, Moss Rose, by E. T. Elliott, 
Esq., and the other, Dutchess, by Geo. Y. Worth- 
ington, Esq. All of this stock were of superior 
quality, and reflects much credit upon the public 
spirit of gentlemen who at much cost have intro- 
duced this valuable variety of stock into Mary- 
Jand. 

Between Mr. Barnum’s and Mr. Dobbin’s lot the 
contest was close, and the Committee were some 
time in arriving at a satisfactory conclusion. They 
were unanimous in the opinion that Mr. Barnum’s 
imported cow Dutchess, which took the first pre- 
mium last year, still maintained her superiority;

The attention of the Committee was drawn to the 
fact, that an unusually small number of animals of 
this class were on exhibition. This may be inferred 
when the Society are informed that but eight premi- 
ums have been awarded out of fourteen which were 
offered by the Society for competition. We were 
led to believe that farmers generatly had come to 
the conclusion that the small breeds were unprofit- 
able stock in comparison with some of the larger 
varieties; and consequently their number were an- 
nually decreasing. 

Your Committee would suggest that hereafter, 
when stock, not only of this variety, but all other, 
is entered for exhibition, that its relative merits, 
according to the best information of the exhibitor, 
with the view to raising such stock, should be noted 
with each entry. ‘This would not deprive the ex- 
hibitor from the chances of a premium, when they 
are offered for a particular breed which he may ex- 
hibit, but would give to the agricultural community 
such information as would save time, trouble and 
expense, where each would be required to make 
the experiment for himself. 

€, as a society, expect to profit by the experi- 
ence of each other, it being the only way that rapid 
improvement, if indeed any improvement at all can 
be made. An isolated instance of failure or suc- 
cess should not be set down as a positive rule, but 
among so large and intelligent a body as that of the 
Maryland State Agricultural Society, there may be 
sufficient evidence produced to settle any one fact 
in a comparatively short period of time. 

Your ‘Committee have, in the discharge of the 
duty assigned them, adjudged and ordered the fol- 
lowing awards :

Bryan Jackson’s Barley Crop. 

The following is the mode of cultivation (required 

by the Society) of Mr. Jackson’s barley crop: 
Bioomrietp, Oct. 2]st., 1852. 

The management of my barley crop Was in the 
following order: 

The land was a good wheat soil, preceded by a 
crop of corn, and was ploughed up to the depth of 
seven inches; five ox-cart loads of compost and 
stable manure were spread per acre upon the land. 
and harrowed in with the seed; sowed two bushel- 
of barley per acre, on the 14th of April; harrowed 
and prion & codinee four times. 

In consequence of a late and wet spring, its 
growth was retarded considerably; otherwise, | 
think it would have produced from five to ten bush- 
els per acre more, as barley requires a fine garden 
tilth, which could not be obtained in consequence 
of the wet condition of the land. It was cut on the 
18th of July, and afterwards put in stack.

The undersigned certify that a careful survey of 
the ground sown in barley the present season by 
Bryan Jackson, on his farm in New Castle county, 
Del., shows the quantity to be 7 acres 35 perches : 
deducting that portion of it affected by a pond of 
water in the enclosure, and the quantity of grain 
destroyed by geese adjoining the pond, and there 
would remain but a fraction over seven acres actu- 
ally producing barley.

This. is intended to plant both ways, and is deserv- 
ing of commendation. The workmanship is neat, 
but the mavhine apparently wants strength. Its 
design indicates much ingenuity, and the committee 
recommend? it fora premium of $3. Corn Drills 
were ofléred for exhibition by R. Sinclair, jr. & 
Co. and J. McFarland, of Perry courty, Pa., both 
of which seem well calculated to serve the purpose 
intended. 

The committee deem it just to speak in high 
terms of commendation of the following imple- 
ments, which in their opinion are not entitled to 
premiums, -because: their practical utility has not 
been tested by trial: 

Serrated Roller, by R. Sinclair, jr. & Co. 

Norwegian Harrow, by the same. 

The committee feel compelled to approve of the 
spirit by which this enterprising firm has been 
moved to get up these machines, evidently at con- 
siderable cost, and hope that upon trial they may 
be found eminently useful, as they promise to be. 

The committee also wish to notice approvingly 
an Iron Harrow of admirable workmanship, pe- 
culiarly adapted to heavy soi!s, exhibited and made 
by Wm. Berlin, of Clarke county, Va. They think 
this implement entitled to a premium, but having 
no second premium in their list, they recommend 
that a premium be awarded to it of $4. Also, an 
Iron Shovel Plow, made by W. T. Paget, of Clarke 
co. Va. and exhibited by J. H. Wills. This the 
committee deem an excellent plow, durable, sim- 
ple in construction, and cheap—price $4.50 to $5.

The Gear and 
Harness made by Mr. Lilly, of Baltimore, and ex- 
hibited by E. Whitman & Co. deserve particular 
notiee. ‘They would beg leave to suggest the pro- 
priety of oflering premiums for both light and 
heavy carts and wagons. 

An Ox Yoke was exhibited by Mr. Wilkinson, of 
the Mount Airy Institute, too late to compete for 
premium, but containing new and valuable princi- 

les. 

’ The display of Drill and Broadcasting Machines 
was unusually great, there being no less than eleven 
different kinds, viz: Mumma’s—Hunt’s—Moore’s 
(by Didier)—Kraber’s—-Pennock’s original, do. im- 
proved, do. new—Pierson’s and Jenkins’, (the last 
five by Whitman & Co., who had also Moore’s and 
Hunt’s,)—Siaclair’s, and:Fawkes’. Any one of 
these would have worked well, and most of them 
differed in some important particulars. In no im. 
plement has there been so great an improvement 
in a few years, whilst the price has as greatly di- 
minished. The qualities deemed most important 
by the committee, are as follows, viz: regularity of 
sowing, with much or little grain in the hopper, 
with dry or soaked grain or guano, and on even or 
rough ground—ease of regulating the quantity and 
emptying the hoppers—scattering the grain in the 
drills—power to penetrate hard earth—durability 
of the points of the teeth—protection of the ma- 
chinery from dirt—lightness of weight on the horse 
—accuracy in measuring the land—facility for ture 
ing, for clearing the teeth when choked, and for 
stopping all the machinery, when travelling, to pre 
vent wear. They would mention Kraber’s Drill 
as well suited to breaking’hard ground and sowing 
guano; Sinclair’s for sowing grass seed; Fawkes’ 
for clearing the teeth in grassy ground, and ease of 
draft, owing to the greater height of the wheels; 
Mamma’s for ease of turning and Moore’s and 
Pennock’s new drill for general simplicity and ef- 
ficiency.

Your Committee consider George Page’s large 
portable sweep power the best power for those who, 
in addition to the ordinary farm work, wish to drive 
saw mills, large grist mills, or other machines re- 
quiring the force of 10 or 12 horses, but it is too 
large and costly for ordinary or general use, and 
therefore they make the above award to smaller and 
cheaper powers upon the same principle of cop- 
struction. 

Your Committee consider the railway horse pow- 
ers of R. Sinclair, Jr. & Co., and E. Whitman, to 
be admirable machines of the sort, and to be simi- 
lar and equal, and therefore the premium should be 
given to each or divided between them.

Yourcommittee are of opinion that this en- 
gine is not, in respect to its cost and simplicity, suit- 
ed to the wants and means of agrieulturists gene- 
rally. If it is the design of the Society to continue 
to encourage the production of a Portable Engine 
of such cost, simplicity and effectiveness as would 
conduce to itsextensive use in Agriculture, your 
committee are of opinion that a premium of $100 1s 
too small to effect that object.

REPORT ON AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 
To the State Agricultural Society of Maryland: 

The Committee on Agricultural Education re- 
spectfully report: 

It isnow 17 years since Maryland commenced a 
Geological Survey. A series of reports have been 
made by respectable Chemists during this period, 
detailing the examinations which they had made in 
various portions of the State. It is not to be doubt- 
ed that considerable benefit has accrued from this 
expenditure. Nor is it designed to recommend a 
discontinuance of such methods of improving our 
soils. It seems evident to the Committee, however, 
that this kind of service is not directed to the proper 
point to diffuse the most general and practical know- 
ledge of scientific agriculture; inasmuch as the 
modes of analysis are pretty much limited to the 
few professional gentlemen who follow this busi- 
hess, and who are likely to find it very profitable, so 
long as the present system only prevails. It is be- 
lieved that a complete knowledge of the soils of the 
State wil] not be acquired by such means alone till 
after the close of the present century. A more di- 
rect and effectual plan would be to introduce Agri- 








cultural Chemistry into the Schools; and to prepare 
plain and convenient manuals of its principles, so 
that every intelligent farmer shall be able to make 
analyses of the varieties of soil found on his own 
estate. It is a mistake to suppose that any vast 
amount of learning is required to do this. The 
Committee are not speaking of mines and minerals, 
but of soils and manures. For full and satisfactory 
examination of these, farmers must look to their 
own resources, before any very general and tho- 
rough survey of the counties will be accomplished. 
It is rather costly to pay $5 for a qualitative analysis 
and $20 for a quantitative analysis of a single 
specimen ; and the outlay, after all, is of little avail, 
when but one sample is taken from a field of 40 or 
50 acres. Any enterprising farmer, at a moderate 
expense, can make these examinations, with suffi- 
cient exactness, in regard to the actual deficiencies of 
his soi}, and the noxious substances present. With a 
few simple articles of apparatus, he may hold under 
treatment a dozen samples at the same time from 
any une of his fields, and with no very large de- 
mand upog his time. Results thus multiplied will 
rapidly extend the benefits of Chemical Agriculture. 
With this view, the: Committee recommend that a 
premium be awarded next year for the best Essay, 
to be written for this express purpose, to enable our 
citizens to apply the proper tests, and to use the ne- 
cessary re-agents, to determine the constituents: of 
soils. 

The public attention should also be more earnest- 
ly directed to Agricultural Education. Provision 
should be made, at the State’s expense, in at least 
one college, for instruction in Agricultural Chemis- 
try, where teachers and others can be properly pre- 
pared to spread this information in all the subordi- 
nate schools. Sr. Jonn’s Cotuece, at Annapolis, is _ 
well situated for such a professorship to be estab- 
lished there, since the public men are on the spot 
during the winter months, and can look after its 
progress, and avail themselves of its advantages.— 
It is not probable that more than one professorship 
of this kind would be publicly endowed; and there 
are several additional reasons which indicate this as 
the best location. The laboratory of St. John’s has 
been used by the State Chemist, Dr. Higgins, during 
one season, and pronounced by him to be of the 
first order, for its completeness and convenience.— 
Indeed, at no other place could a permanent labor- 
atory for the State produce so much benefit to the 
farming interest, as at Annapolis, where the represen- 
tatives of all parts of Maryland meet and reside 
for a considerable portion of the year. The oppor- 
tunity of attending lectures and witnessing saskeee, 
and of inspecting a well-arranged cabinet of soils, 
could not be neglected. This plan has been adopt- 
ed in the New England States, and their chief col- 
leges have laboratories in which the regular students 
can acquire this art, while they are pursuing their 
literary course; and others also can obtain it whose 
means and opportunities require them to limit their 
studies to this branch alone. A recommendation of 
this object by the State Agricultural Society to the 
Legislature, would undoubtedly receive the appro- 
bation of the people. Should the measure be sie 
ted, it will give an impetus to Agricultural Educa- 
tion that is not likely to be derived from any other 
quarter. The Committee therefore propose that a 
memorial be addressed to the General Assembly 
next winter, at Annapolis, to procure the endow- 
ment of a Professorship of Agricultural Chemistry 
in St. John’s College. 
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Another consideration indicates this as the best 
institution for such service; which is, that the Uni- 
ted States Standard Balances and Measures, have 
been permanently mounted there, by order of the 
Legislature, affording the most accurate means of 
verifying the instruments which must be employed 
whether by students or others in the prosecution of 
such labors, under the superintendence of the pro- 
fessor. 

An extensive cabinet of minerals and soils, do- 
mestic and foreign, has already been collected and 
arranged there, which could, by such means, be 
speediby and very greatly enlarged, and would in- 
duce intelligent farmers to visit the institution to in- 
spect the varieties of soil already analysed. 

The Committee are no advocates for royu! roads to 
science. There can be no cheap process that shall 
supersede the pains-taking methods of college «is- 
cipline. They believe, nevertheless, that an ele- 
mentary and easy book of practice, for the people, 
is yet a desideratum in this branch of public econo- 
my. The great masses of our lands, on both shores, 
in the lower counties, are peculiar in thgir forma- 
tion, and call for a system adapted specially to the 
subject. At the same time, the upper counties con- 
tain, in common with several of our sister States, 
the richest deposits of minerals, which should re- 
ceive a similar local discussion in the proposed Es- 
say. The geological surveys, surely, by this time, 
have furnished abundant materials for such a work; 
and, moreover, there is sufficient ability among us 
to produce it. Professor Ducatel did not puvsue 
the subject long enough to work up the materials 
which he had collected, and the fruits of his labors 
were thus almost lost. It is probable, indeed, had 
he lived, that he would have elaborated a final re- 
port, somewhat of the character now devised by 
the Committee. In short, the object is to render a 
ready application of the process of chemistry avail- 
able to the tillers of the soil in Maryland. 

The Society may not be" able to afford any very 
high premium for such a text book of agriculture; 
but the distinction which will mark the receiver of 
the prize, together with the consciousness of be- 
coming the agent to sow, broadcast, the advantages 
of geological science, will be an ample reward for 
the true patriot.

REPORT ON HAY PRESSES. 

The Committee on Hay Presses, appointed under 
a resolution passed at a meeting held on the 10th of 
February last, beg leave to respectfully report : 

That on Wednesday, the 8th of September, they 
met at ‘‘Hayfields,” Baltimore county, for the pur- 
pose of discharging the duties imposed on them, 
viz: to have tested the qualities of such Hay 
Presses as might be presented for trial, and to award 
to the exhibitor of such press proving itself most 
deserving, the premium of fifty dollars, bestowed 
by the Society. After a careful examination and 
trial, the committee, without a dissenting voice, 
awarded the above premium to John Merryman, Jr. 
Esq. of Baltimore county, for the improved Hay 
Press exhibited by him. The committee cannot 
close their report without saying a word in regard 
to the construction and cost of not only Hay Presses, 
but also of all other machines and implements used 
by our agricultural community. While it is a fact 
perhaps too well known to farmers and planters, 
that the articles presented to their notice and for 
sale by manufacturers, are frequently, from their 





imperfect make and the inferiority of the materials 
used, soon in such a condition which renders them 
unfit for use until repaired again at great expense 
and loss of time to the owner; yet it is no less true 
that the price paid for such articles yields to their 
makers profits which would certainly justify them 
in paying more attention to their efficiency and du- 
rability, disposing of them atthe same time at a 
fair and reasonable profit, thereby ensuring their 
more extensive and profitable use. In connection 
with these remarks, your committee will state that 
Mr. Merryman has, in a most laudable spirit, made 
arrangements lo have manufactured his improved 
hay press out cf the proper description of mate- 
rials, and delivered in Baltimore at a price much 
reduced from what they have heretofore been sold, 
thus setting an example to the manufacturers of 
other agricultural implements, which it certainly 
would be to their true and best interest to imitate, 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REAPING MACHINES. 

The Committee appointed to decide upon the 
merits of such wheat cutters as might be presented 
in competition for the premium offered by the Mary- 
land State Agricultural Society, report: 

That they met pursuant to notice, at the residence 
of the chairman, in Talbot county, when Mr. Obed 
Hussey alone appeared with one of his Reapers.— 
Upon such examination of its structure, both in 
point of adaptation for its purpose and in point of 
durability, and upon such trial of its practical ope- 
ration as the committee were able to give, (in a 
field where the wheat stood well up and was of a 
growth to yield from twenty to twenty-five bushels) 
they would forthwith have awarded the premium; 
but information being given by a member that Mr. 
McKeever had been prevented from being present 
by an accident beyond his control, it was agreed to 
consider him a competitor, if he should arrive in 
the course of the next day, and accordingly a por- 
tion of the committee (being duly authorized to de- 
cide in the premises by those of its members who 
were compelled to return to their homes,) assem- 
bled the next day and witnessed with much plea- 
sure the operation of Mr. McKeever’s Reaper, 
although it was several times interrupted by break- 
age of some of its parts, cutting a wider swath by 
about two feet, without greater apparent labor to 
the four horses, in each case employed, and having 
a revolving platform for the delivery of the wheat, 
it commended itself highly to the favor of the com- 
mittee in these particulars. But the evidence of a 
want of durability in its structure, which was af- 
forded by derangement of several of its important 
parts whilst under trial, caused them to decide for 
the Society as each one would have decided for 
himself had he been about to purchase for his own 
use. They could not otherwise than suppose that 
each competitor had brought upon the ground at 
least a fair specimen in point of durability, so far 
as he had attained to it in the construction of his 
machines, and viewing the case as presented before 
them, they felt bound to award the premium to Mr. 
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Hussey, and they did so with the greater confidence 
from its being known to some of them that his ma- 
chine, when constructed to cut even a wider swath 
than Mr. McKeever’s had, although more liable to 
breakage than those of his (Mr. Hussey’s) ordinary 
size, proved far more durable in all its parts than 
that exhibited by Mr. McKeever on this oceasion, 
and did not require a greater number of horses for 
its operation—four ordinary farm horses being re- 

uired in each case. Yet it is proper to say that 
the committee had not at their command the means 
of testing accurately the actual difference in power, 
and it appeared to a portion of them that Mr. Me- 
Keever had by the introduction of a system of lever- 
age, applied directly to each knife, gained some 
advantage in this respect. An examination of the 
stubble, as gone over by each, favored this opinion, 
for whilst that done by Mr. McKeever was really 
cut, Mr. Hussey’s work was something between a 
cut and a break. 

They think it not unlikely that the ingenuity 
which has rendered Mr. McKeever so far success- 
ful, will, when the advantage of experience shall 
be added, be the means of bringing him inlo favor- 
able competition with Mr. Hussey and others en- 
gaged in this useful and profitable branch of mecha- 
nism. Inthe great competition which has fairly 
commenced, as much will depend upon the use of 
good materials and upon proper care in construc- 
tion, as upon the ingenuity of the plan. 

It is beyond question that the wheat grower, as 
well as the mechanist, is benefitted by the applica- 
tion of every new principle which may lessen the 
amount of draught labor required ; but durability 
is the main point with the farmer, and when the 
number of horses required for the operation of any 
given machine is not increased to a very inconveni- 
ent extent, it should be almost the sole considera- 
tion in the purchase of a wheat cutter, when he has 
a choice between two or more generally adapted to 
this purpose. The committee hope that the time is 
not far distant when competition in this business 
will enable the farmers to purchase with a war- 
ranty, and thus escape at least a part of the loss 
which they suffer from the ignorance or neglect of 
master-machinists, whose care should be specially 
given to the examination of the quality both of the 
wood and iron used by them, even tho’ such care 
and the use of good materials may seem expensive 
to them, or be a just ground for addition of price 
for their machinery. All of which is respectfully 
submitted. Epw. Lioyp, Chairman. 


CONVERSATIONAL MEETINGS 


Maryland State “Agricultural Society, 


AT ITS FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING. 





Reported for the American Farmer. 
Tuesday, October 26th, 1852. 
Subject—The Diseases of Wheat, Wheat Husban- 
dry, the Wheat Market, &c. 

Mr. Hotcoms, of Delaware, inthe Chair. 

Mr. W. W. W. Bowie, of Prince George’s county, 
being called on by the Chair, said that Wheat could 
hardly be regarded the leading staple of his county. 
His was a tobacco growing district. The rust was 
the greatest enemy the wheat had to fear with them. 
He was of opinion that guano matured the crop sev- 
eral days earlier. On a field of corn heavily gu- 
anoed, it did not, however, ripen as early as usual. 





His overseer attributed it to guano; he thought it 
was rather owing to the use of plaster. It was cus- 
tomary in his section, to use plaster on corn when it 
was almost a foot high, and it was done with evident 
advantage. It was sown handcast. Wheat drills 
were being introduced: there were probably forty 
in the county. The Hessian fly was a formidable 
enemy. A judicious time of sowing was the only 
precaution that could be taken. 

Questions by the Chair: Do not Liverpool and 
London price currents very much regulate our mar- 
ket without regard to our production—without re- 
gard to whether our crop is a good ora poor one? 
So far at least as the autumnal market is concerned. 

Answer.—lt certainly seems to. But we are al- 
ways reporting or having reported for us “great 
crops.” That is the word from the beginning. 
There is always great exaggeration. The first wheat 
in the market generally does well; there soon fol- 
lows a glut, and we are at the mercy of the dealers 
and the English Price Currents brought by each 
steamer. The remedy is first to obtain statistics 
from the several large Wheat States, in the manner 
proposed by this Society, for Maryland, appointing 
Committees in the different counties to report each 
autumn. Knowing the extent of the crop—what 
there is on hand, we can judge when and at what pri- 
ces to sell. England takes but about 5 or 6 million 
bushels now, out of about 100 millions. Our sur- 
plus of wheat is small; the home demand, when the 
crop is a little short, usually puts it up above the 
English quotations; it may often be judicious to 
wait for this demand to the following Spring, for 
those whose convenience it will suit to hold over. 
The sale of our crop is certainly injudiciously man- 
aged between commission merchants and farmers 
themselves. Nothing is studied but foreign price 
currents. They never Jook behind them, for in- 
stance, whether the great State of Ohio has made 
but thirteen millions, as she did in 1849, or thirty 
millions, as she did in 1850. No account or notice 
is taken of this difference, in one State, of seventeen 
millions, equal to our exports for three years, but 
the autumn sales of that year, 1849, went on accord- 
ing to the guage of the Mark Lane Express. When 
the discovery was made in the Spring—all too late 
for the farmer—that we were short at home, wheat 
went up twenty-five cents per bushel. We must 
have statistics, and act more advisedly, and we shall 
realize better prices generally. 

Mr. Carter, of Albemarle’ county, Va., was re- 
quested to state his knowledge of the new enemy, 
the joint worm. Mr. C. said that it had been in his 
county five or six years. They make their firstap- 
pearance in the Spring, before the wheat heads— 
the first indication is that the wheat seems to be at 
a stand still, it does not grow—leans over. Exami- 
ning the stalk a minute, light colored insects, barely 
perceptible, may be discovered—it is usually in the 
neighborhood of the second joint. The wheat does no 
good; much of it does not head; it took fifty per cent. 
of my crop the past season. The worm made its first 
appearance with me in 1851—it worked in patches. 
It has been five or six years above me—seems to 
progress several miles every year; it holds out great 
terror to us, and may drive us from our wheat hus- 
bandry unless a remedy or “eigen should be dis- 
covered. Entomologists have been consulted, I 
learn. 

Our time of sowing is about Ist October; this 
best avoids the fly. We suffer very little from the 
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rust; not many as yet use the drill, and our country 
is too hilly for the reaper. 

Mr. Tilghman, of Q. Anne’s, described an insect 
that had at intervals appeared on the Eastern Shore, 
but its color was a light yellow, and size much 
larger. Mr. T. stated, they sowed, or preferred to 
sow, from 5th to 10th October, to avoid the fly. 

Mr. Edward Lloyd, Jr., of Talbot, considered the 
Hessian fly the greatest evil the wheat plant had to 
contend with ; he was not prepared to say it was the 
greater than all others, but the contingencies from 
this cause were the greatest. Rust, he considered 
the second. Has not used much guano; ‘has no 
doubt its effects might be to mature the crop earlier, 
and thus diminish the risk from rust. A high culti- 
vation generally, by the use of guano, or other ma- 
nuré, is probably the best preventive for both fly 
and rust—but regard must be had to time of sowing 
in reference to the fly—this is the important mat- 
ter; he preferred October, in his latitude ; he would 
suppose the destruction by the fly might annually 
equal our entire exports, for in many districts they 
pay little regard to the time of sowing. This would 
Only be putting the loss by the fly at 5 per cent., 
probably too low. He had used one drill, and 
thought well of it; the general introduction of the 
drill would introduce a neater wheat husbandry, for 
the ground would have to be put in better tilth—this 
of itself was a great point gained. He used a bushel 
and a half of seed, with drill, and the same quantity 
sown broadcast. 

Mr. Cunningham, of Culpepper county, Va., said 
that the joint worm had made its appearance for the 
first time in his county the past season. His obser- 
vation in reference to it, concurred with Mr. Car- 
ter’s. It worked in patches—seemed to attack all 
varieties of wheat, at all times of sowing, and all 
conditions of land. Dr. Harris, of Cambridge Col- 
lege, and other distinguished entomologists, had been 
communicated with. The only suggestion, as he un- 
derstood, as to the remedy, was burning the stubble. 
But it must also be in the straw—it was regarded 
with much apprehension. The rust was the greutest 
contingency in his distrist. In an answer to a 
question as to whether Virginia was not now equal- 
ling in productions her most palmy days, Mr. C. 
said the aggregate of —— was perhaps equal 
to any former period of her history; but it was in part 
effected by a larger breadth of cultivation, while an 
improved husbandry was also now largely co-oper- 
ating. 

The Chairman stated that the subject of grazing 
and feeding had been mentioned as one that might 
occupy the attention of the Society fora few mi- 
nutes, and he desired to know if any graziers were 
in the room. 

Mr. J. C. Clark, of Delaware, stated that grazing 
was principally his business; and between him and 
the chairman the following conversation ensued: 

Where do the cattle you buy chiefly come from? 

From New York and Ohio. 

At what time of the year? 

In the fall and spring. 

When do you sell them? 

If bought in the fall, ave keep them till the Sep- 
tember following; but if in the spring, till the No- 
vember following. 

About what profit do ae usually make on your 
cattle, independent of their cost, the expense of 
keeping them, driving to market, &c. included? 

sually from 20 to 25 per cent., though the 
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profits often vary from causes existing both ct the 
time of purchase and of sale. The above is about 
an average of the profits. 

Since the completion of the various and exten- 
sive lines of railway, are the cattle sent from the 
West in the cars? and is there any difference in 
the prices of cattle? 

Fat cattle are sometimes sent forward in the 
cars, when they are intended to be immediately 
taken to the butchers, but cattle intended for gra- 
zing are always driven from the West. I do not 
think there is any discernible difference in the 
prices since the construction of railroads, either in 
the sale to the grazier, or by him to the butcher. 

Do youstall-feed cattle? And if so, at what time 
are stall-fed cattle generally disposed of? 

I have stall-fed cattle, but not very extensively, 
Cattle kept up during the winter, and fed on hay 
and corn meal, are sold in the following March. 

What is about the price now paid to drovers for 
cattle? 

Cattle now cost from 4 to $5 per cwt., the prices 
varying according to the quality. 

ould it not bea profitable business to grow cat- 
tle in this section of country? 

I think it would. If a farmer had land adapted 
to growing cattle, there is no doubt but it would be 
a lucrative business. Where the land is rich and 
productive, however, I think raising grain is more 
profitable. If land is sown with clover and used 
for grazing purposes, it is greatly improved there- 
by, and yields a more abundant crop of grain after- 
wards. I think farmers generally would find it to 
their advantage to sow a portion of their arable 
land in clover each year and use it for grazing cat- 
tle upon; it would improve the quality of the land, 
and we would not then see throughout the country 
so much worn-out land. 

After land has been sown in clover, which is 
best, to graze upon it, or plough the clover under? 

{ think it is better to graze it off and then plough. 
If the clover is ploughed under, the land becomes 
too light and porous for growing grain advantage- 
ously. In grazing it off, the land is benefitted by 
the cattle tramping over it, as well as by the clover, 
and the succeeding crop is greatly improved. 

Do you graziers not sometimes buy cattle raised 
on the Eastern Shore of this State and Virginia? 

Sometimes we do; but they do not sell as well as 
Western cattle, and are less profitable. . They are 
generally bought at 3 or 3; years of age, and by 
proper treatment and care, the grazier may dispose 
of them at twice the cost price, after keeping them 
four or five months. There is a good deal of this 
kind of stock brought up in the spring. They will 
fatten very readily, and on less than the larger cat- 
tle from the West. 

Is not the business of grazing increasing in New 
Castle and Kent counties, and progressing gradu- 
ally farther southward ? 

I believe it is. Farmers generally are becoming 
more attentive to this business, and there is now 
much more followed south of the Pennsylvania 
line than at any other time, as far as my know- 
ledge extends. 

Mr. Cunningham, of Culpepper county, Va., sta 
ted that he followed grazing, and had over 100 
head of cattle. _He bought of drovers from the 
West in the fall season—from the middle of Sep- 
tember to the last of October. Cattle are now 
selling at about $3 50 more per head than for se 
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eral years past. We sell our cattle in July, and 
have heretofore been satisfied with 100 per cent. 
on the cost price, when they were fatted entirely 
on grass. The high price of store cattle has deter- 
mined me to adopt the course of raising quick- 
growing cattle as soon as I can practicably do so. 

The Chairman desired to know if any one in the 
room was acquainted with the movements and 
habits of the army worm? 

Mr. H. @. S. Key, of St. Mary’s county.—I do 
not know anything of the army worm from my own 
observation; I have heard that if not prevented 
they would destroy wheat fields, meadows, &c.; 
and, indeed, I have known such destruction said to 
be perpetrated by them. A ditch, or evena furrow, 
surrounding the field, and filled with water, it is 
said, will prevent their ravages. Some 40 or 50 
years ago, a3 I have heard, they were in the county 
where I now reside, and committed a great deal of 
mischief. I do not remember having heard of them 
in that neighborhood since. In 1846 I saw them 
in the county, but not in the vicinity where I re- 
side. I have learned that they were in Charles 
county during the present year, and committed 
much mischief. 

Mr. Harvey, of Pennsylvania, who was not 
—— during the converastion respecting cattle, 

ad his attention called to the subject by the Chair- 

man, and made the following remarks: 
_ The majority of the cattle purchased by graziers 
in my neighborhood, are driven from Ohio; some 
of them, though, come from Indiana and Illinois, 
and others from Western New York and the North- 
western portion of Pennsylvania. In Chester Co., 
Pa., where I reside, grazing is the principal busi- 
ness followed by the farmers. Cattle cost in pro- 
portion to their weight. During the present year 
they are selling at about $5 per cwt. for average 
cattle, though prices are now unusually high. We 
generally heretofore have purchased at an average 
price of $4, and sold at $7, thus making a profit of 
$3 per cwt. The cattle bought by us range in 
weight from 6 to 9 cwt—8 cwt. being about the 
average—and we have generally made about $21 
per head; without including the insurance and the 
interest on the money invested. A profit of $19 
would handsomely remunerate us for our trouble, 
labor and expense. We keep the cattle purchased 
in the fall about a year; but if in the spring until 
the ensuing fall. The cattle kept through the win- 
ter are fed on hay and straw, with some grain. 

The market for beef is better this year than I 
have ever before known it; but I do not think I 
‘know any satisfactory cause for this. In the com- 
mencement of the season, cattle sold very high, 
and have since continued to do so. Eastern beef 
cattle always command a higher price than West- 
ern in our market. We sell the cattle raised by 
ourselves in June, July and August, they being 
generally fatter and worth more than those driven 
from the West. 

What has been your experience in relation to 


‘the effect of grazing cattle upon land? Is the land 
‘improved ? 


believe that the longer land is suffered to lie 
as pasture, the better it becomes, either for pastur- 
age or tillage. We use plaster on the land in my 
neighborhood to a considerable extent, and un- 
doubtedly derive considerable advantage thereby. 
Plaster is generally sown in the spring, but I think 
the best plan is to sow it in the fall, as it then gets 
the benefit of the fall and winter rains, and con- 


‘els to the acre. 





fers a more permanent improvement on the land. 
Plaster needs much rain to dissolve it, and if sown 
in the spring, and a drought succeeds, it is of no 
advantage to that year’s crop. 

How is the dairy business in Chester county? 
There are a good many dairies near where 
reside, and it is regarded as a good business. I 
have no doubt much money is made by those who 
follow it. Our dairymen are very careful in se- 
lecting their cattle; they use M. Francis Guenon’s 
Treatise on Milch Cows, and are guided by the 
rules there laid down. When I first heard of this 
I esteemed it a humbug, but have since tested it 
satisfactorily, and have in no instance known the 
rules laid down in the work to fail. I can recom- 
mend the work as one well worthy the attention of 
our farmers. [Mr. Harvey then read from the 
work alluded to, from page 50 to 58, illustrating 
his remarks by displaying cuts printed in the work. 
It isimpossible for us, however, in this brief no- 
tice, to convey to the reader an idea of the mean- 
ing of the author of the work, unless we were able 
to accompany our remarks with the cuts alluded 
to, which is not at ee in our power. ' Mr. H. 
added, that cows having the marks-described in 
M Guenon’s treatise, well developed, would sell 
for nearly 100 per centum more than others. 

referred to the common stock dairy cows.] 

I think the dairy business is increasing. I do not 
know much about the milk business; but the but- 
ter business repays the farmer well for his trouble. 
It is my impression that land is not exhausted any 
sooner by grazing cows than other cattle. If there 
is a difference it is not discernible. 

Have you any experience in the use of lime on 
land? and what are your opinions in respect to this 
subject? 

Lime is used a good deal in Chester county, and 
is usually applied two or three years before putting 
the landin corn. If corn is to be planted in the 
season immediately after liming, we prefer putting 
the lime on in the spring of the year, as it then has 
an immediate effect on the crop, which is not the 
case if applied during the preceding fall. In a 
plying lime we usually put on from 40 to 100 bush-

PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
Maryland State Agricultural Society, 


‘Atits Fifth Annual Meeting, held in the Hall of 


the Society, in the city of Baltimore, 
Monday, October 25, 1852. 
This being the time for the Annual Meeting of 


‘the Society, Ch. B.‘Calvert, Esq. President, at the 


appointed hour called the meeting to order, and an- 
nounced that the first business requiring the atten- 
tion of the Society, was to fii any vacancies which 
may have occurred in the list of judges. 

Geo. W. Dobbin, Esq., Cor. Sec. stated that he 
had prepared and issued a circular to the gentlemen 
selected at the May meeting, requesting their at- 
tendance, but in case of inability to do so, desired 
them to recommend, as substitutes, gen 
of their respective counties, qualified, and w 
to attend to the duties. As the reading of the list 
progressed, the vacancies were filled as thus sug- 
gested, or otherwise. 

Col. Ware, of Va. moved that the Southdown 
breed of sheep be constituted a distinct class in the 
list of premiums, and that the same premiums al- 
lotted to the other classes, be awarded to it; which 
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was concurred in—and, on motion of Mr. James 
T. Earle, the committee on fine and middle wools 
was constituted the Judges also on South owns. 

On motion, it was ordered, that hereafter an ad- 
ditional premium be offered, as the 3d best, for 
each class of horses, which was concurred in. It 
was then proposed that a first and second premium 
on colts be offered, which was dissented from. 

A proposition for a premium for the best pair of 
2 year old mules, and also for the best 1 year old 
do. was made and adopted. 

Mr. Key asked for information in regard to im- 
plements or machinery which had heretofore taken 
‘the first premiums of the Society, whether the 
rule was still in existence, preventing the same 
from coming again into competition. The Presi- 
dent replied that the rule had been rescinded, and 
that all such implements could continue to compete 
and receive the highest awards at each exhibition 
they were superseded by others of the same 
class. 

The President called the attention of the Society 
to the subject of the privileges of single sharehold- 
ers in the grounds donated to the Society fora 
term of years, for its annual exhibitions. Last 
year these shareholders, partly by a mistake, were 
permitted to the privileges of membership, con- 
trary to the original agreement, which required the 
holder of stock to be the owner of two shares, to 
entitle him to this privilege; and that the same had 
been asked for the present exhibition. 

Mr. Dobbin made a statement relative to the 
subscriptions to the stock—and showed from the 
original terms, and the present increased and pro- 
spective value of the investment, that the compact 
made should not be departed from—and moved, as 
the decision of this Society, that the bolder of a 
single share of stock be not allowed to the privi- 
lege of membership—-which was unanimously 
adopted. 

The President called the attention of the Society 
to an important change which had been made by 
Mr. Barreda, the Agent of the Peruvian Govern- 
ment for the sale of guano in the U. S., resident in 
Baltimore, by which farmers were now enabled to 
purchase in any quantity, not less than one, nor 
more than ten tons, at the same rates heretofore 
asked for 50 tons by the Agent. 

Gen. T. Tilghman, of Talbot, moved that a vote of 
thanks be tendered Mr. Barreda by the Society, for 
the change—on which motion considerable discus- 
sion took place, which finally resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a committee to confer with Mr. Bar- 
reda, with instructions to report to the Society on 
Thursday evening—Committee, Messrs. T. Tilgh- 
man, J. T. Earle and Charles Carroll. 

The President announced the death of Professor 
Norton, of Yale College, Conn. who had been in- 
vited to deliver the annual Address before the So- 
ciety. On motion of Mr. J. T. Earle, of Queen 
Anne’s, resolutions of respect to the memory of 
the deceased, and of condolence with his family, 
were adopted, and the Corresponding Secretary re- 
quested to communicate the same to his surviving 
relatives. The meeting then adjourned. 

[Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, 26th and 27th 
Oct. the Society was engaged in its Conversational 
discussions. ] 

Thursday evening, Oct. 28, 1852. 

The President took the chair at the —— 
hour, and called for the reports of the Judges—a 
number of which were presented, read and adopted. 





On the presentation of the report on Implements, 
class No. 3, Mr. M. T. Goldsborough moved that 
$10 each, be awarded to Messrs. Whitman and R. 
Sinclair, jr. & Co. for their respective railway 
horse powers, the committee deeming them equally 
entitled to the premium, and not being able to de- 
termine otherwise, proposed to divide it, ($20) 
between them—some discussion ensued on the mo- 
tion, and various motions made, which were dis- 
sented from; it was finally decided to give each con- 
testant a premium of $19, in consideration of their 
great efforts to render the Show effective. 

A motion was made, on the same principle, that 
$5 each be awarded to the same exhibitors, and 
2lso to Mr. George Page, for the best Straw Carrier 
or Separator. 

On the report of the Committee on Vegetables 
being read, it was, on motion, ordered, that the 
premium be increased to $20 for the best and largest 
display, awarded to Oden Bowie, of P. George’s, 
for his numerous and excellent specimens of vege- 
tables on the ground. 

Mr. Earle called attention to the machine intro- 
duced on the ground this afternoon, called a ‘*Grad- 
uator,’’ for removing earth, capable of performing 
the work of 30 or 40 hands, and well calculated for 
making country roads—that it could make 3{ toa 
mile of road per day. Mr. E. moved that a dis- 
cretionary premium of $10 be awarded for the 
same; but withdrew the motion in order to have it 
referred to the Committee on Discretionary Pre- 
miums. 

Col. Carroll, of Howard co. moved that the off- 
cers of the Society for the last year be re-elected. 

Mr. O. Bowie, of Prince George’s, moved as an 
amendment, that the President be unanimously re- 
elected, and that, as several of the Vice Presidents 
had removed, resigned, or were no longer mem- 
bers, that their places be filled. He then took the 
question on the re-election of the President, and it 
was carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Calvert then arose, and in a brief manner, 
returned thanks to the Society for the continued 
manifestations of its approbation which he had re- 
ceived. It had been his earnest desire to retire 
from the post he now occupied, and appeals had 
been made to him from those near and dear to him, 
to relieve himself from the labors and responsibili- 
ties which the office imposed—yet the earnest and 
importunate manner in which he had been solicited 
by members of the Society, gentlemen of both par- 
ties, and from the various sections of the State, to 
continue another year—and having well considered 
the reasons assigned therefor, he had consented to 
serve another year—at the expiration thereof, he 
desired the Society to cast around for some one to 
supply his place, as he had determined certainly on 
retiring at that time. 

The annunciation of the acceptance by the Presi- 
dent of the office for another year, was hailed by 
the Society with strong manifestations of appro- 
bation. 

There being several vacancies in the list of Vice 
Presidents, and one in that of Curators, nomina- 
tions were made for the same and the nominees 
duly elected. The following are the officers for 
the ensuing year, viz:

Gen. T. Tilghman, from the committee appoint- 
ed to confer with Mr. Barreda, on the subject of 
the sale of guano, submitted the following report 
and communication, which were read: 


The Committee who were appointed to confer 
with Mr. Barreda, agent of the eer Govern- 
ment, in reference to the sale of guano directly to 
Farmers, and also as to the price, terms, quality, 
and amount of the supply, beg leave to report, that 
they had an interview with Mr. Barreda, and repre- 
sented to him the injurious effects the present mode 
of disposing of Guano was calculated to have upon 
the Guano trade, and consequently upon the inter- 
ests of his Government, whose resources are deriv- 
ed principally from this source. They,ealled his at- 
tention to the fact, that the price fixed by his Gov-| 
ernment was much greater than a fair value for 
Guano in Peru, together with the cost of its impor- 
tation would justify, and that the increased con- 
sumption, at a reduced price, would afford an in- 
crease of revenue. But if on the contrary, in 
addition to the high price resulting from the Gov- 
ernment monopoly, the farmer should be subjected 
to the extortion resulting from a second monopoly | 
by the dealers in that article, in addition to the dan- 
ger of adulteration, it would be the duty of Farmers 
to adopt counteracting measures, either by discon- 
tinuing as a body, the use of Guano until the Peru- 
vian Government would make arrangements to 
protect them from imposition, or by the substitution 
of some other fertilizer, the price of which was 
not liable to the same degree of fluctuation. In re- 
ply to this communication, Mr. Barreda explained 
to the Committe? his own views and those of his 
Government. The subjoined communication from 
Mr. Barreda, contains all the information on this 
interesting subject which a due regard to the inter- 
ests of his Government will permit him to submit 
for publication. 

In concluding this report, the Committee beg 
leave to express their opinion, that the further views 
explained to them by Mr. Barreda, evince a just 
and enlightened appreciation and regard for the in- 
terests of the Farmers, as well as of his own Gov- 
ernment, and of the mutual dependence on each 
other. All of which is respectfully submitted,

Gentlemen :—Confirming the statements which we 
had the pleasure of making you in our interview of 
this morning, allow us to add some remarks which 
we desire to respectfully submit to the “‘Agricultu- 
tal Society” to which you belong. 


to believe that the quantity shipped would be suffi- 
cient, for the present, to fully meet the demand, 
taking into consideration the natural increase 
which has been observed in other markets. The 
stormy weather round Cape Horn, and other unfore- 
seen events consequent upon so long a voyage as 
that effected by the vessels which bring this manure, 
have delayed the arrival, in time, of a large amount 
of tonnage on which we depended, and this gave 
rise to an increase of price of the quantities re- 
maining in the hands of the dealers, which, though 
we saw it with deep dissatisfaction, it was out of 
our power to prevent. We can now assure you that 
we have taken the steps necessary to avoid, for the 
future, a like occurrence ; and that the worthy and 
useful class which you represent will not again re- 
main exposed to these inconveniences. 

The views of the Peruvian Government and our 
own, concerning .the Guano business, are not, and 
cannot be other than those consistent with the inter- 
ests of both parties concerned in it, that is, the 
“owner” or “producer,” and the “consumer.” If © 
the first is interested in furnishing the second with 
his produce as cheap as is compatible with the re- 
lating circumstances—to increase the consumption— 
and as genuine as can be had—to extend confidence 
among the customers—the second has the interest 
in obtaining his supplies from the producer to reach 
the cheapness and purity desired. This principle 
of undoubted utility, the same with reference to the 
Guano trade as to commerce in general, received in 
both cases those modifications required by private 
convenience, and it is the convenience of both 
parties which gives place to the interference of an- 
other party between them, as a medium to facilitate 
their transactions, to approach one another, realiz- 
ing that distribution of labor which so efficaciously 
contributes to the progress of the world. é 

The interest, though, of these interposed hands, is 
not in any way conflicting with those of producer 
and consumer, but is, on the contrary, so strongly 
leagued with them, that any injury to one of them 
must have a pernicious influence on the others. On 
application of these principles to the Guano trade, 
we are sorry to have observed, that the intermediate 
hands have pursued a course highly injurious both 
to the interests of the Farmers and those we repre- 
sent. To avoid its results, as far as we can, we 
have decided to sell the Guano now coming to our 
hands to Farmers only, and in lots from one to ten 
tons. We will adhere to this course until we may 
have on hand a quantity of Guano sufficient to meet 
the demand ; and when we may be fully supplied, 
we intend to arrange matters, so as to sell to Farm- 
ers any quantity over 20 tons, on time, with satisfac- 
tory endorsement, in this city, and at our fixed price 
of $46.20 cents per ton of 2240 Ibs. 

ith reference to any change in the price now 
fixed, we feel confident in stating that the Peruvian 
Government would be very happy to make some 
deduction on it, if the sacred engagements and other 
national and honorable uses 1o which the proceeds 
are now applied might allow it. We have reason 
to expect that this wish will be realized before long. 

Having stated with unreserved frankness, the 
views of our trustee, and our own, with regard to 
the subject on which you have honored us with a 
visit, and trusting that they will be found satisfactory 
to those you represent, we have only to request of 
you the favor of assuring them, that according to

Gen. Tilghman offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that a premium of $50 be offered for the 
best manual of chemistry, of the kind referred to 
in the foregoing report. 

Col. Ware moved that the Manuals, when pre- 
sented, be referred to a committee of three, to be 
appointed by the chair, who shall report upon the 
same to the next annual meeting of the Society— 
which was concurred in, and the chair appointed 
Dr. David Stewart, Dr. Higgins and Dr. Morfit as 
the committee. 

The recommendations of the several committees, 
for special premiums, were generally concurred in. 

Reports from the ‘*Committees on Crops’? were 
received from Somerset, Caroline and Washington 
counties only.—[These are brief, and will be pub- 
lished hereafter. } 

The Society then adjourned.

WORK FOR THE MONTH. 
DECEMBER. 

As our pages for this month will be mostly occu- 
pied with the Reports of the Judges of the late 
Maryland State Agricultural Fair, our remarks on 
the matters to be attended to must necessarily be 
concise; but as even a hint sometimes ensures the 
execution of a thing that might otherwise have 
been forgotten, we shall endeavor to call attention 
> such concerns as may need being done on the 
arm. 





Fattenine Hoes. 

The work of fattening your hogs should be pushed 
forward with regularity and system. They should 
be fed thrice a day at stated hours; their sleepi 
apartments should be cleaned out and freshly bed- 
ded with straw or leaves once a week; be regular. 
ly watered after each meal; their troughs be washed 
out daily, and the yard attached to their pen should 
be supplied with coarse materials to be converted 
into manure, by them, at least once a week. But 
before renewing such applications the yard should 
be cleaned out, and the manure put into piles close- 
ly packed down, or under cover. 

MareriALs FOR MAKING Manure. 

While the weather may remain open, the collect- 
ing and composting of materials for making ma- 
nure should be the business of the farm. 

Firewoop. 

Avail yourself of every good day during this 
month, te have cut down, hauled in and piled up, 
a full supply of fire-wood to last you until this time 
next year: let your supply be such as that, come 
whatsoever severity of weather there may, it will 
be more than ample; and be sure to have it hauled 
as early as possible, so that the labor to your beasts 
and hands may be the less burthensome. 

WinTeEr-PLovucuine. 

As we have often before told you, we now tell 
you again:—If you have any stiff clay fields that 
you intend to cultivate next spring, you would 
greatly improve their texture and capacity by 
ploughing them this winter. You should, however, 
choose your time for such work. The ploughing of 
clays should never be performed when such lands 
are wet. The proper time to plough them, is when 
they are moderately moist. 

Siasiinc anp Sueppine ror ‘Stock. 


Is your farmsupplied with ample accommodations 
of this kind, fo protect all your stock from the incle- 
mencies of the winter—from its cold and pitiless 
rains—from its snows—from its hails and storms? 
If not, permit us, in the name of humanity, to ask 

ou to erect them forthwith. Every generous feel- 
ing of the heart dictates that such accommodations 
should be provided; while interest—that sordid pas- 
sion which, when it once takes possession, makes 
every thing else succumb to its tyrannic sway—will 
be promoted. We hold it to be undeniably true, 
that any animal which may be comfortably kept in 
a warm, dry, well ventilated apartment, can be 
supported upon one-fourth less food than can one 
that is exposed to the elements. The reasons for 
this opinion, though sound and ample, we have not 
room now to state. If there be a farmer who can 
sleep with an undisturbed conscience, of a cold 
wintry night, while his cattle are exposed to the 
angry and chilling blasts of a winter’s night, we 
envy not his feelings. 
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‘Treatment or Mitcu Cows, AnD THE UTILIZATION 
or THEIR Urine. 

He who desires his milch cows to supply his 
family with milk, cream, and butter, through the 
winter, or to aflord the latter in quantities for mar- 
ket, must provide these animals with such food as 
they can secrete those substances from. Twice a 
day, at least, say morning and evening, they must 
be provided with chopt roots and cut hay, fodder, 
or straw, or with slops in which meal and bran 
form a part; for, however good the breed of cows 
may be—however distinguished they may be for 
their milk-yielding qualities, when grazing on ver- 
dant pastures—it is unnatural to suppose that they 
can continue to yield milk, cream, or butter, in any 
considerable quantities, or of desirable quality, 
when the proper food is withheld from them to 
make it out of. Besides such messes, they must 
also receive about twenty-one pounds, per day, of 
hay, fodder, straw, or its equivalent of long or cut 
provender of some kind. We believe that, if such 
substances were passed through the cutting box 
before being fed out to them, that the condition of 
the animals would be greatly improved thereby, as 
the digestive organs could reduce it much easier 
into nutriment, than when given to them in its long 
state. Milch cows should be kept in moderately 
warm, though well ventilated stables, or cow- 
houses; they should be regularly bedded, be kept 
dry and clean, curried and brushed or wisped down 
twice a day, and watered as often as they may be 
fed. In good weather, they should be allowed the 
privilege of the cow-yard for exercise. 

And, in order that milch cows may be turned to 
the best advantage, their yards should be provided 
with a covering of at least a foot in depth of rough 
materials, fashioned slightly into a ditch-like form, 
the centre of the yard being lowest. All such 
rough materials, it is safe to affirm, would be by 
spring converted into rich fetilizing manure; for it 
has been accurately ascertained, not by one, but by 
repeated experiments, that a healthy well fed and 
well cared for cow, will excrete in 12 months 
from 7,000 to 12,000 Ibs. of urine; in every thous- 
and pounds of which, there are 40 Ibs. of urea—a 
substance convertible into, and equivalent to, so 
much ammonia—0.10 lb. of albumen, 1.90 of mucus 
or slime, Hippuric acid, .90 lb., Lactic acid, 5.16 
lbs., Carbonic acid, 2.56 lbs.—these three last sub- 
stances are combined with potash, soda and ammo- 
nia, forming salts—ammonia, 2.05 lbs., potash, 
6.64 lbs., soda, 5.54 Ibs., Sulphuric acid, 4.05 Ibs., 
Phosphoric acid, .70 lb., chlorine, 2.72 lbs.—these 
three last substances combined with soda, lime and 
magnesia, forming salts—lime, .65 lb., magnesia, 
-36 lb., alumina, .02 Jb., oxide of iron, .04 Ib., 
oxide of manganese, .01, and silica, .36. Now 
then, if we take the quantity of ammonia suscep- 
tible of being made by a cow, through her urine, 
in a year, we find it ranging from 294.35 to 524.60 
Ibs. These quantities are to be looked for only 
when cattle are confined in the stable the year 
round, and their urine saved, and so eared for anid 
treated, that the ammoniacal portions of it are not 
suffered to evaporate. But as the confining of cat- 
tle thus, is not the fashion of our countrymen, we 
must conform to usage if we are to look for practi- 
cal results. Those of our cattle that receive the 
care and attention that humanity and interest alike 
call for, are stabled, shedded, or yarded, some 
seven months; but if we take six months as the 
average of winter treatment, then, allowing for 
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—and we call it precious, as every 
geone of the ammonia which it produces, will pro- 
uce a bushel of grain—for the ammonia not only 
largely contributes to furnish the nitrogen of plants, 
but by aeting as an active decomposer of the rough 
material by which it may be absorbed, converts 
such material into the food of plants, while the 
urine, besides this substance, so indispensable in 
all manure, has, within its own body, every other 
element that enters into, and builds up the struc- 
tures of the whole family of plants upon which 
man, in his civilized state, depends for his own 
subsistence, clothing and comforts, as well as those 
of his family and domestic animals; we say, allow- 
ing for loss by slothfulness and inattention, we 
may calculate, that, by using the urine made into 
compost with proper absorbents, one-third of the 
ammonia may be utilized; or to come down to 
figures, from 100 to 175 Ibs. of ammonia may be 
preserved during the general portion of the winter 
feeding, by even ordinary care, provided the ne- 
cessary rough materials, such as woods-mould and 
leaves, pine shatters, and mould from pine woods, 
peat, marsh or river mud, or any other substances 
containing vegetable and animal matter, be so used 
as to absorb and take up the urine as voided, and 
that plaster be occasionally spread over the such 
matters to arrest the loss of their volatile parts. 

The theory is, that the urine of a cow in a year, if 
mixed with such absorbents as we have named, 
will manure—amply manure—1}! acres of land; but 
we believe, that, in practice, it would be found that 
2 acres could be so abundantly fertilized by it as to 
prepare the soil to carry forward, productively, a 
rotation of crops of 3, 4, or 6 years, provided clover 
and the grasses formed an item in the rotation adop- 
ted. This opinion will not be questioned by those 
who reflect, that the rough materials enumerated 
contain, within themselves, all the constituents that 
are required by the wants of the cultivated i 
and that those materials will be rendered available 
by the decomposing influences of the urine. 

In spring when the season comes for hauling out 
the manure, the cow-yard should be ploughed up to 
the depth of the rough materials, and the whole 
mass shoveled, and sprinkled over with plaster, or 
salt, as they may be shoveled over, to equalize the 
strength of the compost and prevent loss by the fly- 
ing off of the ammonia. 

If practicable, the farmer should have a supply at 
hand of the rough material, to occasionally cover 
the solid excretions of his stock, in order that a 
fresh body of absorbent matters may at all times be 
upon the surface, 

Youne Carte. 

Young cattle should always be kept in a separate 
yard to themselves. They should be provided with 
comfortable sheds, their roofs projecting sufficiently 
long to protect them from snows, rains and hail ; 
each should have a stall and manger to itself; 
each stall should be bedded with leaves or straw, 
and cleaned out daily, so that they the animals, 
may lie in comfort. Their sheds should face the 
south, or south east, and open into a yard for exer- 
cise in good weather. Lee | should be fed three 
times a day with hay or fodder of some kind, and 
receive a feed of grain daily at night-fall ;—oats is 
considered best for such purpose, though almost any 
grain will answer. The apportionment of food 
should correspond with their ages. The great ob- 
jects should be, to keep, at all times, the cravings of 
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hunger from their stomachs—to give them enough 
to appease their appetites, and keep them in a 
healthfully growing state. While we utterly repu- 
diaté the semi-starvation system of some, we are 
equally opposed to the stuffing plan of others. 

Wonrxine Horses anp oTHER Worxina AniMALs. 

All such animals should be kept in good condition; 
they should be kept in a moderately warm, well 
ventilated and airy stable, which should be kept 
sweet and clean—their food should be nutritious, 
and given them thrice a day, at regular hours; they 
should be watered as often, curried and rubbed 
down night and morning; be well bedded at night; 
the hinder part of each stall should be provided 
with a trough to receive the urine and convey it to 
a cistern outside the stable, which should be kept 
nearly filled with mould, covered with plaster, the 
which, when perfectly saturated, should be remov- 
ed to a shed near at hand, and, as deposited therein, 
should be sprinkled over with plaster, and over that 
an inch or so of mould should be placed. If the 
stalls are not thus provided, they should have plaster 
daily sprinkled over their hinder parts where the 
urine and dung falls. 

SHEEP. 

These animals should have a comfortable shed, 
facing the south, or south east, to retire to, open. 
ing into a yard—both the shed and yard should be 
covered with a bed of wood’s mould, or some simi- 
lar substance. Within the shed, the surface should 
be covered with 2to 4 inches deep with straw, to 
which other straw should be added as the previous 
application may become soiled and wet. The old 
and young sheep should be kept in separate sheds 
and yards. The food of the old sheep should be at 
the rate of 3 pounds of hay per day, with occasional 
messes of roots, or a gill of meal—the lambs should 
be given about 2} pounds of hay per day, and receive 
roots cut up finely, once or twice a week. All the 
hay or fodder given to sheep should be cut. Salt, 
and pine boughs should always be accessible. 
Breepine Mares 1v Foat—Cows anp HEIFERs IN 

Catr. 

All such animals should be kept in comfortable 
quarters throughout the entire winter. The mares 
should have a comfortable shed, provided with a 
stall for each, which should be kept always well 
and deeply bedded, and cleaned out daily. Their 
food should be generous in quality and quantity, 
and given to them ground or chopt, so that they may 
be able to digest it easily, and appropriate as much 
as possible of its nutriment tothemselves and young. 
When we say that we wish brood mares to be fed 
generously, don’t suppose that we mean that you 
should so feed them as to produce a degree of fat- 
ness amounting to obesity. Such is not our mean- 
ing,—for we deprecate in all animals, any treatinent 
of diet that would bring about a morbid state of fat- 
ness, as such condition would be the result of disease 
as much as was the mountain of grease that rendered 
the fat girl at our late Fair, an object of loathing 
and disgust. What we mean by generous food, goes 
to “this extent,—no more:” That they should 
each receive three moderate feeds of ground grain 
and cut straw or hay, daily, and about 21 Ibs. of 
hay, at three feeds. ‘The shed should face the south 
or south east, and open into a yard, to which, at all 
times, they should have free access. 

In-Calf Cows and Heifers should have shedding 
and yard-room to themselves, separate from the 
oxen and steer.—their sheds should be bedded and 





kept clean—their yards should be covered with sub- 
stances convertible into manure similar to those 
recommended for the milch-cows; for the farmer 
should never Jet any opportunity to escape unim. 
— which is calculated to increase his manure 
pile. 

Regularity in feeding and watering, and cleanli- 
ness, are indispensable to the health of animals. 

Sattine Srock. 

Stock of all kinds should be salted twice or thriee 
a week—an ounce at a time will be sufficient. We 
prefer a mixture composed of equal parts of ashes, 
slaked oyster shell-lime, and salt. Of this we would 
give to a grown animal, 2 oz. twice a week—to 
young ones, according to size, from § an ounce to 
1 oz. twice a week. 

Breepinec Sows anp Store Hoes. 

These should have good warm sleeping apart 
ments, and be fed so as to keep them in good condi- 
tion without producing an excess of fat; their food, 
if practicable, should be of a nature to encourage 
the growth of muscle, nerves, and bones rather than 
fat, sufficient in quantity and quality, however, to 
keep the first of these animals in healthful condition, 
and afford nutriment to their young ones within them, 
and to make the latter expand and enlarge their 
frame work, 

FENCING. 

Have as much of this cut down and hauled into 
the barn-yard as will last you for a year, between 
this and the last of next month. Seize upon every 
opportunity through the winter to have it worked 
into posts and rails, in order that you may be ready 
to make or repair, as the case may be, all the 
fences on your place. 

Gates. : 

If you still have bars as the entrances to your 
fields, provide yourselves with gates through the 
winter. . 

Toots anp IMPLEMENTS. 

Every thing of this kind should be kept under 
cover. Those requiring it should be repaired, in 
order that thay may be in readiness for work when 
wanted. 

Dircuine anp Drainine. 

If you have any wet clayey or other fields that 
require draining, seize upon every opportunity du 
ring the winter to ditch and drain them. If you 
cannot afford to purchase tiles, or have not stones 
of suitable size, you may make a very good covered 
drain with pine poles, one to be laid on either side 
of the drain, and the third laid upon and between 
the two side ones, to keep the drain or conduct 
open; fill in along the sides of the lower poles and 
above the middle one, straw and the twigs of pine 
and cedar, a few inches, to keep the loose earth 
from filling up the drain; leave between the mate- 
rial used to fill in and the upper or plough surface, 
from 12 to 14 inches. 

SLEIcHs. 
, As the ladies of your families enjoy sleigh riding, 
see to it that your sleigh, if you have one, is put 
in the very best qrder for use against the first snow. 
If you have no sleigh, procure one without solici-

If yours need repairs and painting, true econo 
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my dictates that they should be repaired and 
painted. 
ComPLIMENTS OF THE Season.

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WORE IN THE GARDEN. 

In gardens where there is no hot-bed frames, there 
is comparatively little to be done during this month. 
Such gardens however as have such appliances, af- 
ford ample room for employment in the preparation 
of the materials to form the beds, and in their man- 
agement,—in the care of the plants and the sowing of 
various seeds. We shall now briefly state what 
ought to be done. 

CauLiFLowER AND CapBaceE Prants. 

If your garden is provided with a hot-bed, and it 
should be, and you have Cauliflower and Cab- 
bage plants growing therein, make it a point of duty 
every clear, mild day, at meridian, to uncover the 
frame and raise the sash so as to let in the sun and 
air. Such attention will counteract the tendency 
which all plants have when grown in the dark, of 
drawing up and becoming weak and spind'e. After 
two or three hours, say from 12 at nvon to 3 in the 
afternoon, the sash should be shut down, At night- 
fall the glasses should be covered with matting or 
straw. 

Smaty Sa apine. 

Those who desire to secure a supply of these 
grateful additions to the table, should sow seeds of 
the various sorts in frames. If only wanted for 
family use, a foot or two will be sufficient for each 
kind. 

Lettuce. 

We have grown lettuce plants, in winter, on a 
warm, Southern exposed border, by simply erecting 
a temporary shed, made thus: we drove down at the 
corners, forked stakes, across these we laid poles, 


lengthwise the border; across these poles we laid 
cornstalks close together; over these we placed a 
covering of long straw, which we confined by lay- 
ing boards on it to prevent it from being blown off 
by the wind. 

We have grown Cabbage plants in a similar way. 
When the weather was very cold, we covered the 
front with matting ; but always in fair weather ex- 
posed the plants to the sun and air, by removing the 
matting a few hours in the middle of the day. 

Sowimne Vartous Seeps in tHE Sourn. 

In most of the Southern States, carrots, parsnips, 
onions, beets, radish, lettuce, spinach, and various 
other seeds may be sown on warm borders. 

Cravey Bens. 

These should be dunged and spaded up to break 
down their texture and have them in readiness for 
early spring planting. 

Fruit Trees. 

If the bark on the trunks of your garden fruit 
trees are infested with moss, scrape it off and give 
them a painting with a mixture comprised in the 
proportion of 1 gallon of soft soap, 1 Ib flour of sul- 
phur, and 1 quart of salt; mix the whole thoroughly 
together, and app'y it with a white-wash brush. 


OYSTER SHELL LIME. 


The difference between burnt oyster shell lime, 
and the powder produced by grinding oyster shells, 
may be said to consist in this: Oyster shells, in 
their natural state, when fresh, contain more or 
less animal matter, which by decomposition is con- 
verted into ammonia. By burning, whatever ani- 
mal matter they may contain is driven off, and con- 
sequently lost; burning also expels the carbonic 
acid, and quick-lime is the result. The powder 
made from oyster shells, or lime-stone when ground, 
is supposed to be insoluble. Such is the theory, 
and yet in practice, so far as experience has gone— 
and it has been limited—the applications of pow- 
dered oyster shells, especially upon stiff clays, and 
upon light exhausted sands, in Scotland, and in 
England, have been attended by the best results, 
There are instances upon record, where applica- 
tions of burnt lime have proved injurious, where 
applications of powdered oyster shells have been 
attended with the happiest effects. Instances have 
accurred, where burnt lime have proved inopera- 
tive in England, and where the same land treated 
to the dust of turnpikes that had been paved with 
lime-stone, had increased the products of the soils 
to a very great extent. Now, if powdered lime- 
stone, or spowdered oyster shells, are insoluble, 
how are we to account for the effects produced? 
to the action of the lime, or to the other ingredi- 
ents'‘which they contain? The powder from the 
roads would, necessarily, contain more or less ani- 
mal matter from the droppings of the horses and . 
other stock which pass over the roads; but whether 
such droppings are of sufficient extent to produce 
the effects which followed such applications, is 
questionable. If they be not, lime-stone and oys- 
ter shells, when reduced to powder, must be sus- 
ceptible of decomposition, and yield their mineral 
elements to the growing plants. Ex » as 
far as tried in Europe, ier this view of the $ 
and practice is worth more than many 
If it were practicable to grind oyster-shells to an 
impalpable powder—if it were practicable to re- 
duce them to a state as fine as wheaten flour, we 








do not apprehend that there could be any doubt 
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that they would be placed in a condition when, 
through the persuasive influences of heat, mois- 
ture, the oxygen of the air, and the electric power 
of the plants, the powder would be subjected to 
the laws of decomposition, and hence, that both 
their mineral and animal food would be rendered 
tributary to the wants of the growing plants. 

Oyster shells contain, in their natural state, of 
carbonate of lime, 98.3 per cent., 1.2 per cent. of 
the phosphate and sulphate of lime, and one-half 

r cent. of a substance resembling glue, accord- 

‘ing to Brande. This latter substance bein ani- 
mal, may be considered as an element of nitro- 
gem—as so much animal matter—convertihle, as 
we have before stated, into ammonia. 

The almost universal observation of farmers, 
have settled down in this fact, that applications of 
quick-lime donot show their meliorating effects for 
one or two years after they are made. Such being 
the case, to what cause are we to attribute this 
suspended action? Is it because the powers of the 
mineral, for good, have to await the reabsorption 
of the carbonic acid driven off by heat in the pro- 
cess of burning? If this be so, then ground oys- 
ter shells, or ground lime-stone, would act with 
more promptness, because either would be in a 
state of carbonate—in that state that it may take 
burnt lime one or two years to be restored to its 
original form. This is a question which we appre- 
hend cannot be determined by the lights of sci- 
ence at the present day. 

We have stated upon the authority of Brande, 
that among the constituent elements of oyster 
shells there are of phosphate and sulphate of lime, 
upwards of one per cent. Now, other analysts, of 
pe es reputation, have found nearly two per cent. 

phosphate of lime alone. If this per centage 
of ey aye does exist in oyster shele—eod we 
incline to that opinion—and they.can be reduced 
to a fine powder, we have not the slightest doubt 
but they would prove a valuable manure; for most 
soils that have been long in cultivation, stand much 
in need “of this phosphate, and it is essential to 
almostevery crop as a part of its food, especially 
is it so tothe grain families: and small as is the 
animal matter found in the oyster shells, even that 
would exert a sulutary influence; for two parts of 
ammonia, in theory, and one part, in practice, is 
found competent to decompose 100 parts of inert 
vegetable matter into a condition of vegetable food. 

rom the corrosive nature of recently burntlime, 
it is to be presumed that its action upon soils well 

filled with vegetable matters, would be more im- 
mediate than would be that of pow:iered shells; 
but whether this function would not be more than 
counterbalanced by the utilizing effect of the ani- 
mal matter of the latter, is a question to be deter- 
mined by use, by experience, and by practice. 

In Ireland, great benefit has been derived from 
applications of lime-stone gravel. Whence, we 
would ask, comes this Lenefit, except this sub- 
stance be soluble? If it be, then so would be oys- 
ter shell powder. 

We have been asked what is the difference in the 
value of burnt oyster shell lime and ground oyster 
shells? and we have endeavored to explain ourself 
as well as we are pe: mitted by the lights of chem- 

and by the practice of farmers, and by the 
results of those practices. 

A correspondent, in connexion with this subject, 
furnishes the following memorandum: 

The weight of one bushel of ground oyster 





shells, struck measure, is 92 Ibs., and the weight 
of one oushel of unground shells, struck measure, 
is 47 lbs., leaving a difference of 45 lbs., and taking 
nearly two bushels of oyster shells to make one 
bushel of ground shells. Ground oyster shells, at 
92 Ibs. to the bushel, contains 34 Ibs. more in 
weight than oyster shell lime, and 503 Ibs. more 
than oyster shell slaked lime, containing some 
water—the first weighing but 58 Ibs., and the last 
weighing only 41} Ibs. 

And if the foregoing premises are borne out, the 
value of unground shells to the farmer, as a ferti- 
lizer, would bear a greater proportion than the 
mere difference in weight per bushel between 
ground oyster shells and ground oyster shell lime. 
The ground oyster shells can be obtained at 14 
cents per bushel.

EFFECT OF FEEDING CUT, AND UNCUT 
HAY TO MILCH COWS. 

From a communication made to the Agricultural 
Society of Worcester County, Massachussetts, by 
Mr. William S. Lincoln, we make the following 
extract. We copy from the New England Farmer. 

**My milking stock consisted of one cow, which 
came in the 29th of last October, the two trial 
cows, and one other which calved last April, and 
is expected to calve again the first of next April. 
Some time before commencing this experiment, I 
was feeding my stock—what would be called poor 
stock—with hay, with an allowance of roots. | 
commenced cutting this hay for all my stock, 
young and old, (sixteen head,) occupying me 1 1-2 
hours daily. Almost simultaneously with feeding 
the cut hay was an increase of milk very percepti- 
ble as it was milked in the pail. An inquiry was 
made by my wife, who in person takes sole charge 
of the dairy, as to the cause of this increase. An 
evasive reply was made. From day to day the 
milk increased enough from the stock I have de- 
scribed, to require the substitution of 6 qt. for 4 qt. 
pans, which had been previously used. I think I 
am within bounds in saying the increase was over 
a pint daily, per cow, occasioned, to the best of 
my knowledge, solely by the use of cut hay.”

Such attention to the great interest 
of our nation, entitles Mr. K. to the thanks of every 
farmer and planter of our land—and the more so 
from the promptness of his action in the premises, 
and because we have reason to believe, that, in his 
orders, he has embraced every interest engaged in 
the culture of the earth, thereby illustrating the 
broad and comprehensive nature of his administra- 
tive powers, as well as demonstrating the patriotic 
motives by which he is influenced, in thus endeavor- 
ing to stimulate the exertions of those who are 
now, with such laudable zeal, striving to restore 
to the soil that fertility of which it has been de- 
prived by improvidence and neglect, to elevate the 
Agricultural character, and to enlarge the sources 
of our national wealth, greatness, and power. 


THE RUFFIN PREMIUM. 

In the Sept. No. of the American Farmer, for 
1851, page 112, will be found the offer by Edmund 
Ruffin, Esq. of Virginia, of a Premium of a set of 
the ‘*Farmer’s Register,’’ elegantly bound, for the 
best set of experiments made in 1851, in harvest- 
ing corn, saving fodder, &c. The premium was 

laced in charge of the Agricultural Clubs of Tal- 

t Co. and by the following report, it will be seen, 
has been awarded to Thomas R. Hollyday, Esq. of 
Talbot. The experiments will be read with much 
interest, and no doubt will lead to others. The 
Societies having referred the paper of Mr. Holli- 
day, to Mr. Calvert, Prest. of the Md. State Agri- 
cultural Society, the following communication was 
received from him: 

Riverspa.e, October 18th, 1852. 

Gentlemen:—Your communication, enclosing the 
statement of Thos. R. Hollyday, Esq., relative to 
certain experiments made by him to ascertain the 
best mode for securing Corn and Fodder, was not 
received until yesterday in consequence of my ab- 
sence from home for the last two weeks. I regret 
that so important a question has been left to my de- 
cision, because I do not profess any great experience 
in any other method than cutting itup at the ground 
so soon as the corn will bear it. pen a careful 
examination of the terms and conditions upon which 
the Premium is offered, I do not hesitate to recom- 
mend that it be awarded to Mr. Holliday, for his 
industry and public spirit in undertaking an experi- 
ment which, as he very truly remarks, required: a 
great amount of time, labor and precision. He 
should receive not only the Premium, but the thanks 
of all interested in the decision of this important 
question, for the intrinsic merits of the essay, as well 
as the delicacy and modesty with which it is 
offered ; and it is to be hoped that this experiment 
will be followed by others, until we shall have some- 
thing upon which the utmost reliance may be placed. 
The whole of the corn-growing region are greatly 
indebted to Mr. Ruffin, for his liberality in offering 
these handsome Premiums. 

Having discharged this duty, I trust I shall be ex- 
cused by yourselves as well as Mr. Holliday, for 
some reflections which have occurred to me in the 
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examination of this essay. Passing over No. 1, 2 and 
3,1 find he states the profit of No. 4, to be $1.62, af- 
ter deducting the loss in corn, but I confess I am not 
satisfied with the data upon which this part of the 
statement is made; because if the fodder was as 
good on that portion as on the others, it should have 
yielded as much profit in blades as No. 2, and as 
much profit in tops as No. 3,—and the account 
would then stand thus.

By the above statement it will be — that 
No. 4, exceeds No. 2, eighteen cents, in place of 
falling short thirty-eight cents, as per his statement. 

Again, I think the greatest injustice has been done 
No. 6, in that statement, by valuing the whole stalk, 
blades and tops, at less than one-half of the blades 
and tops in the previous numbers ; for I contend, 
if the corn was cut off as soon as it was sufficiently 
matured, that the blades and tops shou!d be at least 
equal in value to those pulled and cut from the stalk. 
I go even beyond this, and insist that the stalk itself 
is worth more than the blades and tops together; 
or in other words, I assert, that an acre of corn, cut 
off at the ground, properly secured in shocks until 
the corn is husked off, and then cut up and ground 
fine, will feed more stock than the tops and blades 
of two acres, pulled in the usual mode. I think 
also that it will be found, upon further investigation, 
that corn cut off at the ground, will mature the 
grain better than where the blades and tops are cut, 
because it will have the advantage of all the sap 
that may be in the stalk at the time; whereas the 
stalks on that portion where blades and tops are cut, 
will at once dry up, and afford no further nourish- 
ment to the grain: but even allowing No. 6 to lose 
in corn what he estimates, still | make, according to

Gentlemen:—I give below a statement of experi- 
ments made by me, in reference to the Joss and gain 


resulting from the different modes of saving fodder 
and hereby inform you that I am a competitor for 
the “Ruffin Premium.” 

On the 17th of September, 1851, the corn bein 
in a good state for any of the usual processes of fod. 
der saving, I laid off thirty-six rows of one hundred 
and thirty hills each,—the hills being 3 feet 6 inches 
by 3 feet 9 or 10 inches—thus giving within a small 
fraction of one quarter of an acre to each experi. 
ment made in the following order, by single rows 
throughout, so as to preserve the greatest possible 
uniformity in the growth of corn. 

Ist row—Fodder untouched, corn left standing. 
d 


2d ‘“ Blades pulled, o do 

3d “ Tops cut, do do 

4th “ Tops cut & blades pulled, do do 

Sth “* Blades pulled and corn cut off at ground, 
shocked. 


6th row—fodder untouched, cut off at ground and 
shocked, and so on., 

The blades from one quarter acre, well cured in 
dry weather, and afterwards kept in a locked corn 
house, weighed, on the 4th of November, 89 Ibs.; 
and the tops from the same quantity of land, on the 
same day, and under like circumstances, weighed 
144 Ibs. 

On the 6th and 7th of November, the corn was 
husked by six men, so arranged as to prevent mis- 
takes; and as each parcel was husked, it was car- 
ried off to a corn house, in which there was no 
other corn, and a note made as to the exact place 
where it was put. 

On the 17th of January, 1852, the ears in each 
arcel were counted and reduced to the same nun- 
er, so as both to correct mistakes from accident 

in housing or from missing hills. One half of each 
was then shelled by hand, measured and weighed; 
but it having soon occurred to me that the habit con- 
tracted in assorting corn might have caused the 
men employed in handling it, insensibly to take 
the largest ears for the first half, I thought that 
shrinkage might not be as accurately tested by 
leaving the latter half until May, (according to the 
directions of the societies,) as by keeping in bags a 
half bushel of each, suspended in a place where 
there was a free access of air; and, therefore, early 
in February I shelled, measured, and weighed the 
remainder, which being added to that first shelled, 
and multiplied by four, in order to greater conve- 
nience in comparing the product of fodder with the 
loss of corn by the acre, instead of the quarter 
acre, gave the following results :

It will thus be seen that while that from which 
the blades were pulled exceeded that where the 
fodder was untouched, one half bushel and one gal- 
lon per acre, and yet that No, 1 exceeded it 22 ibs. 
in weight. This difference I cannot account for, 
except by supposing either some accident in weight 
and measure, or some slight difference in the growth 
of the corn, and would not conclude from such a 
single fact that the actual quantity of corn would in 
all cases be increased by stripping off the blades, 
although it will be seen by the above statement that 
when the corn is to be cut off, there is a palpable 
advantage in first pulling the blades, if the corn is 
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to be sold during the winter; and this may be ac- 
counted for, I think, by the freer circulation of air 
through the shocks, when the blades have been pull- 
ed, which prevents the corn from going through a 
sweat, as is often the case when the blades are left: 
the result of which sweat seems to be to expel mois- 
ture from the grain. In this case it is proper to 
state, thatthe amount of damaged corn in any of 
the parcels did not exceed more than one ear in 
two hundred, and the greatest number was where 
the corn was cut off without first stripping it of the 
blades: such had been my general observation be- 
fore, and I was not surprised to find by actual expe- 
riment that the corn was diminished in quantity as 
in quality by this operation. 

It will have been seen that the corn in this case 
yielded about 8 barrels to the acre of about thirty- 
one or two hundred corn hills; and according to the 
best information I have on the subject, a little over 
three thousand corn hills isan average day’s work 
in pulling blades, including the time occupied in 
tying up and carrying out to the turning rows; and 
the price of blades, in November, is rarely, if ever 
less than 75 cents per hundred pounds.

I now state the loss in weight and measure of the 
different parcels, one-half bushel of each having 
been kept in bags, in the same corn house, and the 
full measure being made up in each case before weighing, 
and then calculated by the weight and not the meas- 
ure, for it was apparent that some parcels had been 
more troubled by mice than others.

It thus seems that the shrinking, by measure, does 


not exactly correspond with the loss by weight. 
No. 5, for instance, lost 7 Ibs. after the 6 pints which 
it had shrunk were added,—making, on the whole, a 
loss of about 12 Ibs. per bushel. The greatest 
shrinkage was, however, evidently in this case. 
The excess of actual loss over No. 1, is about 45 
Ibs., allowing 14 oz. as the weight of a pint, which 
I find to be a loss, per acre, of $1.62 a3 compared 
with No. 1, when weighed August 15th. There 
seems then to be, in this case, shrinkage included, 
a loss of 63 cents, instead of a gain of 99 cents, as 
compared with No. 1, by the operation of pulling 
the blades before cutting the corn. 

The comparison of No. 6, upon a minute calcula- 
tion, makes a loss of near $2.75 per acre, which just 
reverses the result of the weight and measurement, 
in January and February, making the loss of $1.37 
on the part of No. 5, inatead of No. 6. 

I might carry out these comparisons to a great ex- 
tent, but as the conclusions drawn from facts about 
which there may be some mistake, cannot be cer- 
tainly true, I have only gone far enough to show the 
difficulties which attend the conducting of such 
experiments, and the necessity for further investi- 
gation upon the special subject which I have in hand, 
so as to have a coincidence of facts, coming from 
different sources, before final conclusions can be 
drawn. 

It is a subject worthy of further investigation, and 


though the premium generously placed by Mr. Ruf- ’. 


fin, in the hands of the Talbot societies, may not 
have caused more than one experiment to be made, 
and that one carries on its face, evidences of its own 
want of accuracy, it may be the means of inducing 
others to make like experiments, under tbe offer of 
another liberal premium by the county societies of 
Talbot, or by the State society. The trouble of 
conducting such an experiment, is no trifle; and 
while there could not have been a premium offered 
more worthy to be generally competed for, the fact 
that it may not have ,been, will only prove the ne- 
cessity of offering a liberal one, in case any society 
shall take the subject in hand. : 

There are modifications of the ex 
by me in this case, which might oce 
on reading my statement, as in fact 
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curred to me since I have commenced writing it 
out,—and therefore, far from considering my expe- 
riment as settling the question, I consider that the 
publication of it will only give rise to further and 
more accurate investigation on the part of others.

Norte.—I will make further experiments with re- 
gagd to shrinkage, the average of which, in this case, 
appears to be (counting from the middle of February 
to the middle of August,) about six per eent. by 
measurement, and nine and three-fourths per cent. 
by weight. It will be remembered that before 
weighing, each half bushel was supplied with the 
number of pints it was deficient in measure; and 
therefore, in order to get at the whole loss in weight, 
I add the weight of 22 pints, which the whole six 
bushels were deficient in measure. ‘The aggregate 
weight of cobs, in each case, was about equal.

FLORAL DEPARTMENT. 
Prepared by John Feast, Florist, 279 Lexington st. for the 
American Farmer. 

The operations for this month will be chiefly con- 
fined to the charge of the plants in the house, un- 
less the weather should prove favorable to the out- 
door work, such as transplanting, laying out walks, 
planting box edging, &c., which, if done at this sea- 
son, will be the more forward in the spring, and 
more likely to grow,—and if the ground is not too 
wet, the borders might be dug and a top-dressing of 
manure given, about two inches thick, which would 
answer to be spaded in in the spring to enrich the 
ground. 

Plants in cold frames should have plenty of air 
when the weather is fine, as a means to dry up the 
damp; clear off all decayed foliage, as it causes an 
unhealthiness to the plants, and a bad appearance; 
for with plants cleanliness is essential to health, and 
we seldom see a plant that 1s unhealthy but what is 
more or less affected with some kind of insect, 
which, if properly attended to, might be observed in 
the first stage of decay, and easily eradicated. 

All green-house and hot-house plants will require 
due attention; they will do better by keeping rather 
dry than otherwise; never water a plant only when 
dry, and give sufficient to thoroughly moisten the 
soil in the pot—this is much better than giving but 
a small portion, as the bottom of the soil in the pot 
or tub, is then left entirely dry. This hint, if pro- 
perly attended to, with a sufficient drainage, plants 
would not require half the trouble, and be pept in 
better health, and it would induce many to increase 
their collections which are at this time quite limit- 
ed. As the winter sets in, have all the plants in 
the house neatly tied and cleaned, and keep them at 
a proper distance, as one good specimen is more 
creditable to the florist than two badly managed, or 
kept in the same room; they have not an opportuni- 
ty to spread and throw out side-shoots when crowd- 
ed together, and only show long naked stems.— 
Much could be said on this point, and on the general 
cultivation of plants at this time. Keep down the 
insects b es and occasionally syringe, if 
the weather is fine, and give plenty of ventilation, 
if not too.cold, which is better than pushing the 
plants in growth the early part of the winter. > 











AecricuturaL Epucation.—The Report of Dr. 
Humphreys, which will be found on another page, 
should attract the particular attention of every 
member of the State Agricultural Society—and we 
hope that the subject will be discussed among the 
farmers of the State, so that at the meeting in Feb. 
ruary, a memorial may be determined upon, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestion made by the Commit. 
tee, or some other plan devised to carry out the 
views presented by it. 

The reading of this report, reminds us, that we : 
promised in a late number some farther notice of a 
meeting we attended, by invitation, at Devondale 
farm, New Castle Co. Del., the residence of C. P, 
Holcomb, Esq., the object of which was to give a 
strong expression in favor of Agricultural education, 
and to take means to make up the balance of the 
fund of $50,000 towards establishing an Agricultu- 
ral Department in connection with Delaware Col- 
lege. We were struck with the unanimity of feel- 
ing, the coincidence of views and opinions, and the 
zeal in the cause that seemed to animate all present, 
We argued well from this, and the result has shown 
we were not mistaken. 

The venerable Judge Thomas Clayton, a large 
landed proprietor, though having passed his life in 
the practice of a profession or the discharge of pub- 
lic duties, declared his preference for Agriculture, 
as 2 pursuit over all other pursuits; he would hin- 
self, if he were now entering upon life, at once ex- 
clusively adopt it; it was safer, more agreeable as 
an occupation, and generally a3 remunerative, and 
the Americans were very likely to follow their an- 
cestors in giving preference to rural homes and ru. 
ral occupations over city homes and city occupa- 
tions—at least in fair proportion. But the time had 
arrived when the farmer must be educated, edu- 
cated especially in the physical sciences. The 
“mysteries” of his calling are the greatest of all, 
and science alone can solve them. Judge Clayton 
thought if Delaware College could be placed ina 
condition to take the farmers’ sons and send them 
back, after a few years, good practical chemists, 
capable of analyzing soils, lime, manures, &e.— 
good surveyors and draftsmen, acquainted somewhat 
with civil engineering, so as to underdrain and irri- 
gate; acquainted with geology, botany and ento. 
mology; if this sort of education could be taught 
by the College and acquired by our farmers’ sons, it 
would not only render them more competent, but 
would elevate the calling of Agriculture. The en- 
terprise, he said, had his warmest wishes, and 
should receive his support in any way he could give 
it. 
Chief Justice Booth remarked on the importance 
of the application of science to the great business 
of the nation, its Agriculture. Knowledge was 
power, whether used in one occupation or another; 
there was no reason why knowledge, to be derived 
from books and science, should be confined to a pat- 
ticular class of men or a particular class of occupa 
tions. Smithson gave his large fortune for the 
‘diffusion of knowledge among men.” The farmer 
required knowledge in the line of his occupation— 
he wanted to be educated in what he was going to 
pass his life in doing or in attempting to do, and he 
would do it well or ill probably according to the 
extent of his knowledge or information. Our Col- 
leges have educated those generally intended for the 
professions, and the professions have undoubtedly 
been all the better and more creditable to the coun- 
try for their aid, and they can be organized, with 
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departments and professors, to educate the farmers, 
and some of them should be so organized, and the 
position of Delaware College pointed it out as par- 
ticularly favorable for the experiment. 

Hon. George B. Rodney, one of the Trustees of 
the College, spoke of the facilities and means the 
College possessed, having already an extensive philo- 
sophical apparatus, and a good laboratory, and being 
located in a handsome village, enjoying a pure, 
healthful, salubrious atmosphere, and surrounded by 
afine agricultural region, all of which influences 
would be most favorable. 

The Rev. Thomas F. Billopp, Dr. Thompson, 
Professor Graham, and several other gentlemen 
also addressed the meeting. A strong letter was 
read from Gov. Ross urging forward the enterprise, 
and pledging it his support and aid. 

We learn that at the meeting of the Board of 
Trustees on the Ist Nov. it was ascertained the en- 
tire sum of $50,000 had been made up. 

The President of the College, the Rev. Mr. Gra- 
ham, we are informed, is now engaged in endeavor- 
ing to procure one of the best Agricultural Chemists 
in the country. He is also in correspondence with 
Dr. Harris, of Cambridge, the celebrated entomolo- 

ist, whose services itis sought to secure, at least 
ies portion of the time. 

It is further in contemplation to establish a model 
farm in connection with the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the College, and some of the enterprising 
Delaware farmers say, if the College will leave to 
a committee of their number to select the tenant 
and direct the course of operations on the farm, 
they will endeavor to make the model farm credit- 
able to the agriculture of the country. 

{n short, we are likely to have an Agricultural 
Callege in Delaware; our neighbors have fairly 
taken the lead in this great enterprise, and we sin- 
cerely wish it success, and that the example of this 
glorious little State may be speedily followed, first 
by our own, and successively by every other State 
of the Union. 


Tue Losos Istanps.—The difficulty with Peru 
has been amicably settled by our government, much 
tu the credit of both nations. It will be remem- 
bered that it was announced by the Secretary of 
State, that the question should remain open to en- 
able Peru to substantiate her claims—if in her pow- 
er—to sovereignty over the Lobos islands, which 
she has done to the entire satisfaction of the Presi- 
dent; and public notice is given by our Charge 
d’Affairs at Peru, to vessels of the U. S., not to at- 
tempt to land on the Islands, except by permission 
of the Peruvian government. This step was taken 
without any reservation or stipulation for favors, 
but solely from a sense of justice, and is highly hon- 
orable to our government. In the same spirit the 
Peruvian government has offered to freight all ves- 
sels which may have left the U. S. within a given 
period, in consequence of the promise of protection 
of our government, to take Guano from the Lobos 
—$20 per ton freight to be paid them, and all their 
implements for the trade will be purchased by the 
Peruvian authorities—or, a license will be given 
to load at the Islands, on the payment of a fixed 
amount per ton. 


Osace Ornance.—We have only room to call at- 
tention to the advertisement on another page, of 
a supply of this seed for the coming season—the 
difficulty of obtaining which has heretofore preven- 
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ted many, otherwise disposed, from putting out 
hedges of it. 
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Crarx’s Frour Mitt.—We refer to the adver- 
tisement on another page, of an invention which 
appears to be admirable in its operation, and 
very valuable. A description of it would take 
up more space than we can now spure, as our at- 
tention was called to it just as we were preparing 
for press—we will, however, add, that it is worthy 
the attention of enterprising men, and of farmers 
and planters. Patent rights for most of the North- 
ern and Western States have been sold—those for 
the South and Southwest are to be disposed of. 








REVIEW OF THE TOBACCO & GRAIN MARKETS. 
Brepzred for the American Farmer by J. W. & E. Reynolds. 

We notice no change in prices of crop Tobacco 
since our last report, except for the lower grades, 
which have declined. The stock in agents’ hands 
is very small, and the receipts are very light. The 
much larger proportion of ground leaf that has 
been received is of very inferior quality, and sales 
for the common qualities are slowly effected at 
prices from $3} to $4; middling qualities $45 to $5; 
good to superior $55 to $74. Frosted crop $314; 
sound common $4 to $43; fair $5 to 54; good to 
fine $6 to 9. 

The prices of Wheat reached during the morth 
to $1.10 for red, and $1.20 for white for family 
flour; to-day, (the 27th) prices are much lower, 
and red sells at from $1.03 to 1.06; white $1.05 to 

1.12. Prices of Corn during the month reached 
78c for old white, and 74c for new, and 76 and 80c 
for new and old yellow; to date we quote new 
white, in shipping order, at 60 a 63c; old 70 to 75; 
yellow 63 a 65c for new, and 75c for old. Oats 42 
a47c. Rye 80 a 83c for Md. and 85 a 87c for Pa. 


Cattle, beef, $25 to $314 on hoof, equal to $5 a 
$634 net, average $2.87 gross—Hogs, $7} a 7144— 
Cotton, Up. and Gulf, 1014 a 1034, 6 mos.—Flour, 
during the month, had advanced to $514, but had 
receded, and last sales Howard st. and City Mills
